by. The Foudroyant was built in 1799 to fight against 
the French in Napoleon’s efforts to get possession of 
Egypt. It was not completed in time for the engage- 
ment off the Nile delta, but encountered victoriously 
many a French vessel afterward in the Mediterranean 
Sea. It was Nelson’s flagship in 1800, when he cap- 
tured Le Genereux and later in conquering the William 
“TT RNING POINTS IN THE CIVIL WAR.” 

The American Historical Association publishes an in- 
teresting discussion by Mr. Rossiter Johnson, of New 
York. entitled, “Turning Points in the Civil War,” Mr. 
Johnson is unusually well informed concerning the 
history of our Civil War, and he writes with great force 


ind intelligence. He shows that an attempt to estab- 
lish a Southern Confederacy was against the whole 


drift and tendency of the times, and that if it had tem- 
porarily’ succeeded the ultimate result would have been 
a reunion on some basis. The South went out with 
10.000.000 to meet those who could bring against them 
20,000,000, The Southerners realized the discrepancy 
in wealth and population, but they were deluded by the 
idea of their own superior prowess. This idea was en- 
couraged at Bull Run, and received its first rude 
shock at Shiloh, which, because of its effect in dispelling 
Southern illusions on this subject, may be regarded as 
one of the decisive battles of the war. It was true that 
a larger proportion of the Southern men had learned to 
ride and shoot, and this gave them a certain advantage 
at the beginning of the war, when the contending forces 
were little better than Army mobs. At Shiloh the 
stalwart woodsmen from the Northwest showed that 
they could shoot too, and in spite of the complete break- 
ing up of ‘tactical formations there, it was one of the 
most hot]y contested fields of the war, as the list of cas- 
ualties will show, 

Another mistake of the South, as Mr. Johnson shows, 
was in the attempt to divide the country along a line 
where there was no natural barrier—aline, moreover, 
that was crossed by great arteries of commerce. Had 
the Confederacy sneceeded in securing Kentucky they 
would have had a natural line of defense along the Ohio 


River. As it was, they established an artificial defensive 
line, which they could not hold against a determined 
enemy. Garfield broke through it by his defeat of 


Hlumphrey Marshall at Paintville, on the Big Sandy 
River: Thomas, by his defeat of Zollicoffer, and Grant 
at Fort Henry and Donelson swept away what was left 
of it. It was timid counsels at Washington and not the 
necessity of the situation, that prevented an advance into 
the heart of the Confederacy at that time, and even 
to the Gulf. Mr. Johnson, with keen sarcasm, exposes 
the infinite folly of our treatment of the subject of 
slavery at the outbreak of the war. As he says, “It 
excited the amazement and derision of European specula- 
tors, and seems incredible to us as we look back upon 
it.” The national commanders could kill the Southern- 
ers as they did by the tens of thousands; they could de- 
stroy their property, but they must not in any way dis- 


Tell. When the Foudroyant was put out of commission, 
the Admiralty sold the frigate to a firm in Germany, but 
when the English people learned that it was to be splii 


up into kindling wood they protested. The result was 
that the Foudroyant was repurchased and completely 
refitted.

turb their property right in slaves. Gen. McClellan said: 
“Not only will we abstain from all interference with the 
slaves, but we will, on the contrary, with an iron hand, 
crush any attempt at insurrection on their part.” An- 
other commander sent in the Confederate camp a mes- 
sage saying: “If any trouble arises in your camp, any- 
thing in the form of a mutiny. we will come and help 
you to suppress it, and after that we will continue to 
fight in the regular manner.” President Lincoln’s procla- 
mation of emancipation “struck the first blow of the real 
culprit—the institution of slavery; changed the struggle 
of the war for a temporary peace into war for a perma- 
nent peace.” 

Mr. Johnson presents five events as the turning points 
in the Civil War; first, ‘i.e refusal of Kentucky to go 
out of the Union: second, the battle of Bull Run, which 
convineed the Southern people of their invincibility: 
third, the Emancipation Proclamation: fourth, the battle 
of Gettysburg: and finally, “The election of 1864, which 
decided that there should be no cessation of hostility 
until the Confederacy ceased to exist.” Speaking of this 
election, Mr. Johnson says: “In the spring of 1861 the 
volunteers had gone out as to a picnic, expecting a few 
scratches, a great deal of entertainment, and some glory. 
But by this time the people had had more than three 
years of actual war, and they knew what it meant. 
They had seen hundreds of thousands of their young 
men marching to the camp and the battlefield, and they 
had learned what proportion of them came back maimed 
and shattered or came back not at all. They saw the 
Government. spending $3,000,000 a day in a. wasteful 
process that actually destroyed nearly all the values, 
while gold was selling at 250, and they were piling up a 
national debt which it seemed doubtful if they could 
ever pay. They saw the conscription wheels turning in 
the provost marshals’ offices, in districts where recruiting 
was slow, and knew that it might be anybody’s turn to 
zo next. They saw the ghastly photographs of the oeca- 
sional prisoners that were brought from Confederate 
stockades. They heard the threats of interference by 
European powers, never quite hushed while the war 
lasted. And they had had the privilege of a secret 
ballot, if they chose to make it so. On that November 
day there was such a hush over the land as had never 
been known when an election was in progress. It was 
the most solemn and the most orderly that we had ever 
seen, and when the boxes were opened it was found that 
the people had decided—by a popular majority of more 
than 400,000, and an electoral majority of ten to one— 
that the country should not be divided and that human 
slavery should exist in its borders no more forever.”

erning the creation of such a reserve. Instead of laying 
up ships in ordinary it is the intention of the Nay, 
Department to place additional vessels in commission, 
The monitor Puritan, which is to be completed by orders 
of the Secretary this fall, will be at once ordered into 
active service. The cruiser Brooklyn, upon the comple. 
tion of her preliminary acceptance trial the latter par 
of this month, will have her finishing touches placed 
upon her, and in October next will receive her officers 
and crew. It was the intention of the Secretary ty 
place the torpedo boat Ericsson in commission, but thi 
unfortunate accident of a few days ago at the New York 
Navy Yard prevents this for some time to come. Ty 
Brooklyn and Puritan, when commissioned, wil] } 
attached to the North Atlantic squadron. It is possibjp 
that after the naval maneuvers one or two of the vessels 
may be laid up at navy yards for several months re. 
ceiving necessary repairs, particularly the New York 
The Brooklyn, being supplied with flag officers’ quar 
ters, conld be used in the place of the New York as tly 
flagship of the station. 

Another indication of the intention of the authorities 
not to place any of the vessels in ordinary is the fac 
that they are enlisting men daily to take the place o 
those whose time is about to expire. In this way all of 
the ships of Adml. Bunce’s squadron have been pract 
cally remanned with sailors whose terms of enlistmeni 
will not expire or are beginning. It is the expectatio 
of well-informed officers at the Navy Department thy 
the fleet will cruise on the North Atlantie coast wntif 
October, will then receive necessary repairs at the nay 
yards, and about the middle of December or early in th 
new year will go to the Caribbean Sea to continue its 
maneuvers. Any recommendations of the Naval Ri 
serve Board will hardly be put in operation they think 
until the close of the rebellion in Cuba. 

One of the most significant actions of the Navy De. 
partment is the repairing of the machinery of all the oli 
single-turret monitors with the exception of two, which 
require new boilers and for which no appropriation js 
available. These monitors have been distributed along 
the North Atlantic coast and have been placed at ports 
where they could do valuable work in case defense wer 
An officer of the Navy states that 
monitors, with the exception of some little injury to their 
hulls, are in as condition 
during the war. They can steam all about the harbors 
they are in, he said, and could take a position in th 
middle of the channel where they could do much to anno 
an enemy trying to pass.

It is 
pointed out that with such small appropriations as much 
as fifteen years will be required to get the coasts in a 
proper condition of defense. Gen. Oraighill’s tour just 
completed, included Fort Knox, on the Penobscot River, 
net now occupied, but which in his opinion should be 
supplied with a garrison; Fort Popham, at the mouth 
of the Kennebec River; most of the harbors along the 
New England coast, including Boston, Newport, Narra- 
gansett Bay, ete. He also visited Fort Montgomery. 
While on his tour, Gen. Craighill also inspected some 
river and harbor work. Gen. Craighill is satisfied with 
the progress the work is making with the present lim- 
ited appropriations, but feels that it should be pushed 
more rapidly.

Gov. Ahumada, of Chihuahua, Mex., accompanied by 
his staff and a number of officers from the barracks in 
Juarez, and several gentlemen from El] Paso, visited the 
post this past week. They were given a complimentary 
concert by the post band. The United States and 
Mexican Rio Grande Boundary Commission have com- 
pleted their labors as to fixing the boundary between 
the United States and Mexico, and in arriving at 
their eoneclusions some differences of opinion have arisen 
as to just where the line should be marked, consequently 
the commissioners of both countries have submitted 
irguments to their respective Governments outlining 
their views in the premises. In a convention signed at 
Washington on May 6, 1896, this boundary commission 
Was directed by their respective Governments to make 
irveys and investigations with a view to building a 
lerge dam in the Rio Grande River a few miles above 
Paso to empound the flood waters of the Rio Grande 
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for the purpose of irrigating the land below the dam, and 
to prevent floods and to create a moderate flow of water 
in the channel of the river so as to permanently mark 
the boundary line. There is now a corps of Mexican 
engineers at work verifying the surveys made by Mr. 
Follett, of the Coast and Geological Survey, under the 
direction of Col. Anson Mills, 3d Cav., and Maj. Powell, 
of the Geological Survey, several years since. When 
the Mexican engineers complete their work it is under- 
stood that then the two commissions will be in position 
and will collect all necessary data upon which to base 
a detailed estimate of the cost of the dam. If this enter- 
prise is carried out as contemplated at present it will be 
of untold benefit to both the cities, Juarez, Mex., and 
hh] Paso, and the farming communities and farms on 
both sides of the river below El Paso. Capt. George 
Derby, U. S. E. C., consulting and supervising engineer 
of the American commission, is expected here in a short 
time to join with the Mexican engineers in prosecuting 
the work. 


SECRETARY STANTON’S ARBITRARY WAYS. 

We have a story of the arbitrary ways of the late 
Secretary of War, Stanton, in a letter published in the 
“Century” for August, by Mr. Leslie J. Perry, of the 
War Records Office, Washington. Mr. Stanton’s meth- 
ods toward even general officers were not unlike those 
a severe pedagogue pursues toward fifth-form boys. If 
he did not exactly take them over his knee, he did at 
times treat them with a disrespect which was just as 
humiliating. In the case referred to by Mr. Perry, Gen. 
Sheridan sent an impatient dispatch from Winchester, 
Va., on the 22d of December, 1864, complaining that 
he was being constantly furnished by the War Depart- 
ment with alarming and stupid reports concerning the 
movements of the enemy, and was thus compelled to keep 
his men running about to discover mares’ nests. Speak- 
ing of the author of these reports, Gen. Sheridan says: 
“It was only yesterday that Rosser was at Crab Bottom, 
according to their reports; on which, at the suggestion 
of Gen. Crook, I sent a regiment to Beverly. It 
only two or three days previous that was at 
Romney, ete. They have annoyed me, until with your 
sanction I will take great pleasure in bringing some of 
them to grief.” : 

To this the Secretary replied that the dispatches had 

been sent to Sheridan by the telegraph operator under 
general instruction, He added: “It has been supposeu’ 
that such information might be useful, and desired by 
you, as it is by other commanders who aré your seniors 
in the service, without provoking improper insinuations 
against the State authorities or a disrespectful reply. 
With your subordinate commanders you will take such 
action as you please, but such reports that come to this 
Department in relation to the movements of the enemy 
will be forwarded as heretofore, and will be expected 
to be received with the respect due the Department of 
which you are a subordinate.” 
_ Sheridan’s hasty temper had put him in a disadvantage 
in this controversy, and we are told of his correspondence 
with the War Department underwent a change, after re- 
ceipt of Mr. Stanton’s letter. ‘The irascible Secretary did 
not fare so well in a controversy he had with imperturba- 
ble Grant. The Government’s cipher was kept under the 
control of the telegraph operators at the different head- 
quarters, and they were under the orders of the War 
Vepartment, and had the strictest orders not to reveal it 
to any onc, not even to the Major General commanding. 
Gen. Grant had occasion to go on a journey, and wished 
to take his telegraph operator with him. He accordingly 
directed the young man to make known the cipher to 
Capt. Comstock of his staff, so that it would be in posses- 
sion of some one at his headquarters. The operator de- 
clined to obey on the ground that it was contrary to 
the orders of the War Department, and he would be pun- 
ished if he consented. He was promptly told that he would 
be punished if he didn’t. Concluding that immediate pun- 
ishment was more to be feared than a contingent fyture 
punishment, he yielded, and gave up the cipher. When 
he was called to account by the Secretary of War. 
Gen. Grant interposed and said that if any one should 
be punished he should be. So the Secretary decided to 
let the matter pass. 

On a later occasion Gen. Grant had a controversy with 
Secretary Stanton on the subject of sending to the 
front the heavy artillerymen, who had been enlisted for 
the defense of Washington. This controversy was re- 
ferred to President Lincoln, and was promptly decided 
against the Secretary. Many other curious stories are 
told of the Secretary s methods of dealing with military 
men. He evidently meant to teach them that soldiers 
did not have a monopoly of arbitrary methods. He was 
determined to enforce to the letter the constitutional 
requirement that the military power should be subordi- 
nated to the civil power, At the close of the war he 
showed his contempt for military titles and military 
honors by a wholesale distribution of brevets that was 
designed to have the effect it did have, in lessening the 
prestige of military service. 
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CARNEGIE AND KRUPP?P 

The “Engineer” of August 7 
with illustrations of the three recent trials of Carnegie, 
Harveyed, nickel steel plates, forming part of the armor 
of the Iowa. Concerning the third test, that of a curved 
barbette’ plate, 15 thick, the “Engineer” says: 

“Altogether, while this plate has shown considerable 
resistance, and has wholly kept out the attack, but at 
the of its destruction, so far as fracture is 
cerned, yet it falls very short of some results which we 
have recorded. One can hardly fail to think of the 
Krupp 11.81-inch plate which bore the attack of three 
blows from a 12-inch gun, firing a lighter shot, but with 
a higher velocity, so that the striking energy was 19,630 
foot-tons, with 17,595 foot-tons, and the 
perforation of the Krupp shot was 25.9 inches, as com- 
pared with 23.6 inches, while owing to the smaller bulk 
of the plate, the Krupp plate received a shock of 1,479 
foot-tons per ton of plate, instead of one of 622.2 foot- 
tons. So far, then, the Krupp plate endured with impun- 
ity an attack out of all proportion to that under which 
the Carnegie plate broke across. 

On *he other side may be urged that the Krupp was a 
champion plate that might be treated without a view to 
its exact shape, while the Carnegie was bent to an 
exact form required for a ship's structure; that instead

of being a plate selected by the maker, it was one picked 
out by the examining officers to ensure standard of 
supply, who presumably would try to pick the worst of 
the batch, and who had watched the manufacture, and 
had tests to guide them to some extent. - We lay the 
more stress on the bending of the plate, seeing that the 
plates seem to have given back at the point of impact, 
and also in one case developed a concentric crack. This 
points to softness in the mass, being the usual behavior 
ot compound plates, but not of steel. Lastly, as we have 
before said, we suspect that Krupp’s projectiles are de- 
cidedly inferior to the American. We admit that we 
have not much evidence in support of this conjecture, 
which is a reason why we ought to give what we have. 
It is the setting up of his projectiles, exhibited in strik- 
ing against an unhontensl nickel steel plate. This is 
one of the points in which we are more in the dark than 
we ought to be. We can only again repeat that we re- 
gard as quite extraordinary the persistent complacency 
with which all nations at present test their armor by 
their own projectiles, which are the ones, perhaps, least 
likely to attack them. By changing the element of pro- 
jectile and establishing a standard, we could not only 
tell the behavior of our own plates better, but we could 
also compare it with the behavior of the plates of other 
powers. Altogether, at the pesent moment it may be 
said that American plates are very good, but their ex- 
cellence may be partly disguised by special exceilence 
in their projectiles. Kkrupp has certainly produced a 
champion plate, utterly distancing all competitors, but 
we should like to see how near he can come to it with 
plates fitted to curves of ships’ sides, and we should like 
to compare his projectiles with others. 

In this connection it would be interesting to compare 
the Carnegie champion plate tried at St. Petersburg in 
the end of last year with the Indian Head supply ~ Fe 
The former, a 10-inch plate, entirely defeated without 
cracking three blows of a 6-inch sLot capable of perfor- 
ating from 1.92, 1.93, and 2.25 times the plate’s thick- 
ness in wrought iron, the maximum shock for fracture 
being 432 foot-tons per ton of plate. ‘The Indian Head 
plate wholly defeated a shot with perforation equal to 
1.13 times the piate’s thickness in iron and an energy of 
401 foot-tons per ton of plate. The next blow broke the 
plate in each case, that is, the fourth blow in the Rus- 
sian trial, with 841 foot-tons per ton of plate, and the 
second blow in the American, with 622 foot-tons per 
ton of plate. As neither plate yielded to perforation, we 
have not certain evidence of any marked difference; but 
if the indications are in favor of the St. Petersburg plate, 
the difference in the scale of the trial and the doubt as 
to the relatiwe quality of the projectiles employed for- 
bids any confident conclusion.” 


NARROW ESCAP. FROM THE GUILLOTINE. 

Capt. C. C. de Rudio, 7th Cav., some years ago gave 
a reporter of the ‘‘Post-Dispatch” an account of his ex- 
periences on the scaffold, he having been sentenced to 
the guillotine in 1858 for joining with Orsini and others 
in the attempt to assassinate Louis Napoleon. This ac- 
count states that the second place in the trio had fallen 
to the lot of Capt. de Rudio, and he was to die imme- 
diately after the first victim, and before Orsini, who was 
last. Priests were admitted to their presence, and all 
preparations were made for death. De Rudio had com- 
pleted the arrangements for his expected dissolution, had 
bidden farewell to his wife and child, and a few minutes 
before 7 o’clock was led by his guard to the scaffold. He 
had his arms tied behind him, and his clothing had been 
stripped from his neck and shoulders almost to the waist 
to give the glittering curved blade, which he could see 
suspend.d before him, a free and unobstructed course 
through his neck. The black cap had been adjusted on 
his head, preparatory to being drawn over his face. He 
was very fond of smoking, and had requested the privi- 
lege of emptying a final pipe, which had been granted by 
the guard, and he was puffing away in a dripping rain, 
calmly awaiting the stroke of the bell which should an- 
nounce the time for his death. The hand of the clock 
pointed to just five minutes before, when a man was 
seen to pass through the prison gate, and hurriedly made 
his way to the scaffold, which he mounted, and through 
the way made for him by the guard, he walked to where 
de Rudio was standing, scarcely noticing surrounding ob- 
jects, so intent was he upon his own thoughts. 

“This is a cold, unpleasant day to be out in such cos- 
tume, my friend,” he remarked to de Rudio. 

‘Yes,”” was the nonchalant reply; “but I don’t care a 

- . I haven't time to catch cold.” 
De Rudio did not know the person who had spoken to 
him, but noticed that he was covered with decorations, 
and in deference to his supposed rank he apologized for 
keeping the pipe in his mouth, and said: “Excuse me for 
continuing to smoke, but I cannot take this pipe out of 
my mouth, and besides I am a great smoker, and as this 
is the last pipe 1 expect to smoke, I want to get the full 
benefit of it.” , 

“Oh, go ahead and smoke.” was the smiling rejoinder, 
“but I am happy to say that you will probably smoke 
many more.” 

“I hardly think so; I will be dead in a few minutes,” 
said de Rudio. 

“No, you won't; because I have a reprieve for you.” 

“Rut if 1 am not executed at 7 o'clock, according to 
the law, I cannot be executed at all under this sentence.” 

“Never mind about that. That is my business. Go to 
your cell and I will call and explain all at 9 o'clock.” 

The gentleman then gave hurried orders to the guard 
and they immediately conducted de Rudio to the death 
cell. As he was passing through the open space from the 
scaffold, Orsini entered the gate going toward the scaf- 
fold. With a common impulse they stopped and kissed 
ach other. 

“What is the matter?’ asked Orsini. 

“I don’t know. I only know that I am not to die yet,” 
rejoined de Rudio. 

“Retter two than three, 





replied Orsini, as the soldier 
hurried him on. Just as de Rudio entered the gate he 
turned his head for a moment. Orsini had mounted the 
seaffold, and at the same moment he turned his head; 
their eyes met and they both bowed. That was the last 
they ever saw of each other. 

At 9 o’clock the private secretary of the Empress, for 
he it was who had interposed at the critical moment in 
his behalf, called on de Rudio and explained the whole 
affair to him. When the Empress found that nothing 
could be done through the Senate or the Emperor she 
went at the last moment to the Prefect of Police and or- 
dered him not to execute the youngest of the trio, and he 
obeyed the order. 

Napoleon was very angry at the interference, but it 
was impossible to execute de Rudio under the same sen- 
tence, and he went through the form of another trial, 
and was again condemned to death, but the sentence was 
commuted to life exile.

By direction of the Acting Secretary of War, the fol- 
lowing decision of the Comptroller of the Treagury,, re re- 
garding the construction of the act - March 3, 
relating to the loss of private y of officers a 
enlisted men of the Army, is published ed ,*- the informa- 
tion and guidance of all concerned 

(This decision arises under a claim of Lieut. John M. 
Carson, Jr., of the 5th Cav., whose horse was shot by 
order of the commanding officer at Fort Reno to prevent 
the spread of what was supposed to be a contagious dis- 
ease among the public horses. The horse was killed dur- 
ing the absence of Lieut. Carson in the field in the In- 
dian Territory, and without his knowledge. The decision 
is a construction of the act of March 3, 1885, relating to 
loss of private property of ofticers and enlisted men of the 
Army. The syllabus of the decision states that reim- 
bursements should be made, provided the property lost 
was proper, for an officer or soldier. Where a claimant 
can show that the loss occurred without fault or negli- 
gence on his part, where property lost, was shipped on 
board unseaworthy vessel by order of properly author- 
ized officer, in and where property was lost through action 
of claimant in preferring to save property of the United 
States at same time that his own was in jeopardy. 

The Second Comptroller, in construing this act as to 
the causes of the loss, decided, Nov. 8, 1893, that prop- 
erty of officers and enlisted men of the Army could be 


paid for only when lost under the circumstances specified . 


in clauses “second” and “third,” of the act of March 3, 
1885, and then only when such loss or destruction was 
without fault or negligence on the part of the claimant, 
treating clause “first”? as in the nature of a proviso limit- 
ing the other two clauses. This was a reversal of the 
former construction placed upon this law. This decision 
Comptroller Bowler overrules, then goes back to a decis- 
ion on the subject made by Secretary of War Endicott, 
he says: 

“This being in the opinion of the Secretary of War as 
to. the scope of the act, it is clear: 

“First. That personal property belonging to the officer 
or enlisted man, but in use by the members of his family, 
is to be excluded. 

“Second. That all clothing, such as he would usually 
wear in the public service while in quarters and in the 
line of duty, he may be indemnified for if lost; and, also, 
for all furniture and such articles of ehousehold use 
proper, reasonable and necessary for him to have in his 
quarters, such as the regulations prescribe for him to 
occupy as an officer or enlisted man. 

“Third, That clothiag not necessary or proper for him 
to wear in the line of duty is excluded. That in the 
matter both of clothing and household effects necessary 
and proper for him to have, while in every case it should 
be considered that a fair, just, reasonable amount should 
be allowed to him for which he could properly be indem- 
nified, amount largely in excess of his needs and require- 
ments should be denied him. 

“It is a status of service being in quarters, and Jin 
quarters it is the rule of the service to wear uniform.’ 

The construction now given to the act of Mareh 3, 
1885, is in harmony with that found in the decision of 
this office on the Navy Sa act of March 2, 
1805, 28 Stat., 962. (Ante, 30.)

Before a G. C. M. which convened at Vancouver Bar- 
racks, Wash., pursuant to par. 2, S. O. 84, and pars. 2 
and 3, S. O. 87, Dept. Col, dated May 23 and May 27, 
1806, and of which Col. Charles E. Compton, 4th Cav., 
was president, and Capt. Edwin F. Glenn, Acting Judge 
Adv., was Judge Advocate, was arraigned and tried. 
Capt. Michell F. Jamar, 14th U. S. Inf. Charge: ‘Con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, in violation 
of the Gist Article of War.” T he specifications under 
this charge covered debts which the accused professed 
to have paid, and so reported officially, “with intent to 
deceive his said commanding ofticer.”. The burden of the 
charge was the deceptive character of Capt. Jamatr’s 
endorsements, upon oflicial letters of inquiry respecting 
some of these debts, and his neglect to pay others. The 
specifications were fourteen in number, to all of which 
he pleaded “not guilty.” The finding of the court was 
“guilty” upon twelve spec ifications and upon the charge. 
The second cuarge was “Conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and miltary discipline, in violation of the 62d Arti- 
cle of War.” “In that Capt. Jamar, did, in violation of 
par. 1300, U. S. Army Regulations, 1805, tre 4 his 
pay accounts for the month of April, 1896, to one W. B. 
Fisher, before the said accounts were actually ay and 
that having so transferred his pay accounts he failed to 
communicate the fact to the Chief Paymaster of the 
Department of the Columbia, as required by par. 1300, 
U. S. Army Regulations, 1895.,, He was found guilty 
on both specifications and the charge and sentenced to 
be dismissed from the service. The President “approved 
and confirmed the findings and sentence and the follow- 
ing order was issued: “By direction of the Secretary of 
War, the sentence of the G, C. M. in the foregoing case 
of Capt. Mitchell F. Jamar, 14th U. 8S. Inf., will take 
effect Aug. 27, 1806, from which date Capt. Jamar will 
cease to be an officer of the Army.

According to the orders issued by the Spanish Minister 
of War large reinforcements for Cuba will begin to 
leave Spain at the end of August, and the additions to 
the forces in the island will be complete by Sept. 25. 
The infantry will furnish 134 companies, having a total 
effective of 670 officers and 34,420 men, and these will 
be accompanied by a special detachment of about 800 
men to fill up the gaps in some regiments. The cavalry 
will number six officers and 456 troopers to cover the 
losses of the regiments already engaged. The artillery 
to be sent out will number thirty officers and 1,252 men, 
constituted by drafts from the various battalions and 
regiments of fortress, mountain, and field artillery. Of 
engineers the reinforcements will include four companies 
of sappers, two railway companies and a company each 
of optical telegraphists and electricians, numbering in 
all, with a detachment to cover losses, fifty-two officers 
and 1,539 rank and file. The auxiliary services will 
dispatch 264 men. A further reinforcement of 20,000 
men is contemplated for December. 


The War Department has issued Volume No. X. of its 
Military Information series. It contains a complete list 
of books and publications (not confidential) received in 
the Military Information Division up to April 15, 1896. 
This collection is in no sense a complete military library, 
being restricted as far as possible to the official and semi- 
official, military and statistical publications of foreign 
countries. The works belonging to the Military Informa- 
tion Division are not, in general, available for circulation 
among officers of the Army outside of the city of Wash- 
ington, as they are constantly required for consultation 
in answering official questions submitted by the War De- 
partment and the Headquarters of the Army. A list of 
foreign military magazines has been added, many of 
which are on file in the War Department library. For 
the convenience of officers desiring to purchase foreign 
military works, a list has been added of the principal 
military publishers and booksellers in foreign countries 
and the names of some importers of this kind of litera- 
ture. 


The marines seem to be valued in England. The Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha recently presented new colors to 
the Chatham Division of the Royal Marines. On arrival 
at Chatham His Royal Highness was received by the 
Naval and Military authorities, and at once proceeded 
to the lines, where the Division was drawn up, under 
the command of Col. Crosbie. After the ceremonial 
usually observed on such occasions had been gone 
through, the Duke referred in eulogistic terms to the 
splendid services rendered by the Royal Marines in the 
past. The officer commanding, in reply, after thanking 
His Royal Highness, called attention to the fact that 
the old colors were presented to the Division in 1858, 
the year in which the Duke entered the Royal Navy. 
“The Marines,” the Commandant continued, “would do 
their best to emulate the deeds—it would be impossible 
to exceed them—of their forefathers who had served un- 
der the old colors.” 





THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 


The several Bureaus of the War and Navy Depar. 
ments are gathering matter for their respective annny 
reports, and as many of the chiefs of these Bureaus ap 
absent from the city, their subordinates are preparing 
the material which will be submitted to them upon thejy 
return. The heads of the Departments have ordered thy 
reports to be made on October 1. 

Inspr. Gen. Breckinridge will have two reports to gy), 
mit, one to the Secretary and the other to the Maj 
General commanding. Gen. Breckinridge is away, by 
Maj. Sanger, who is acting Inspector General, has dix 
tributed the work among the clerks, who are gatheriy 
the facts, which he will submit to Gen. Breckinridy, 
upon his-return. Acting Q. M. Gen. Weeks is gettin 
facts together regarding the doings of the Quarterma. 
ter’s Department during the year, and these will be py. 
sented to the new Quartermaster General when 
assumes duty, for his revision. 

It is understood that the forthcoming annual repory 
of the Bureau chiefs will contain little that is new in t¢ 
way of recommendations. Maj. Gen. Miles, commanj 
ing the Army, will have an interesting report. One 
its important features will be coast defenses and he wij 
make a number of valuable suggestions looking to tk 
improvement of the condition of the officers and may 
He will forcibly urge upon Congress the necessity of pas 
ing the Re-organization bill proposed by the War Depar 
ment during the last session. It is his intention to mais 
a shooting trip in the West, and will while in that se 
tion inspect some of the posts. 

In accordance with instructions given by Secretay 
Herbert before his departure for Europe, the burey 
chiefs of the Navy Department are collecting data fy 
incorporation in their annual reports, which are to 
submitted to the Department by Oct. 1. It is understood 
that Chief Naval Constr. Hichborn will recommend to tly 
Department that Congress be asked to make an appr 
priation for sheathing all ships of and below the cruise 
class. He will point out to the Department that the ne 
cessity of docking and.cleaning and painting a ship's bo 
tom every nine months deprives the Government of th 
service of the vessel for several months, and, in additin 
is very expensive. If vessels were sheathed, all dange 
of pitting, like that suffered by the Boston and more m 
cently by the Minneapolis, would be removed. -The er 
periments made by the British Government on this sub} 
ject will be referred to. It has been urged by opponent 
of the principle of sheathing that the presence of an extn 
skin on a vessel materially retarded its speed. The Brit 
ish Government recently proved the fallacy of this state 
ment. Two ships were built alike in every particular, 
with the exception that one was sheathed and the oth 
earried only her ordinary plating. On their trials the w 
sheathed ship made a quarter of a knot greater speel 
than that obtained by her sister ship. A month later, 
however, it is said that the unsheathed ship had lost he 
advantage, and that the sheathed ship was her equal i 
point of speed. As the accretions on the steel hull o 
the former vessel increased her speed fell and th 
sheathed ship showed her heels eventually to her sista 
ship. The Chief Naval Constructor will show that whil 
there may be a small temporary loss of speed, th 
sheathed vessels will in continuous service be able tod 
equally as fast, if not faster work, and will always 
ready for service, instead of having to be laid up at Navy 
Yards every nine months to be scraped and painted. Its 
said that the sum necessary to pay the expenses of cleat 
ing and painting a ship’s bottom for three years will d& 
fray the cost of sheathing. It has been determined ly 
the Department to sheathe a couple of the gunboats no 
under construction, but the Chief Naval Constructor # 
desirous of protecting all the ships by the employment @ 
this method.

Col. Bacon has informed Gen. Wheaton that to pre- 
vent a repetition of a raid on the town of Nogales, the 
Mexican Government has determined to establish an 
Army post there and to maintain a permanent garrison. 


THE VICEROY’S COMING. 

Since the coming of the Japanese envoys in 1859, open- 
ing to us the strange dress and ideas of the East, we 
have had no visitor who engaged the curiosity of our 
people so strongly as the expected Li Hung Chang, justly 
called the Viceroy of China. In fact, he is the Governor 
General of Chihli, the “Imperial Province,” or province 
in which Peking is situated. Besides this office he holds 
many others, each bearing its own title, but none of 
them makes him Viceroy of the Empire, or of the Em- 
peror. The title is given by foreigners to every provin- 
cial governor in China, and really expresses the status of 
a powerful subordinate, responsible only to his sovereign, 
or to the highest boards of oflicers representing him, bet- 
ter than our title, governor, would do. In formal lan- 
guage, Li is often termed “Earl,” though no title of that 
kind is known to Chinese orders of rank. There are, 
however, besides the princes of the Imperial family, a 
duke—the descendant of Confucius—whose title however 
should properly contain the term “holy,” earls, like Li, 
and marquises, like the late Tseng. All of these are 
terms of relative rank, efforts to apply to the high offi- 
cials of the Chinese court a gradation of honor that Eng- 
lishmen can understand, and in this sense they are fair 
applications of titles familiar to us. Their use obscures 
the radical difference between the Chinese system, where 
the title goes with the office, and the English system, 
where it clings to the man. What belongs to the man in 
China is the insignia of Imperial favor, the white, yel- 
low, blue and red buttons, the peacock feather and yellow 
jacket, and the man may be degraded by the removal of 
these though he continues in office and has the title 
which we call Viceroy. 

Looking at the powers of the provincial governors, we 
can see that Viceroy is the proper term for them, and Li 
is their most brilliant example. All the provinces have, 
or are supposed to have, armies, but the troops are not 
militia. They form part of the Imperial force, though 
the Emperor also has his own troops. Li made great 
efforts to establish his military force on foreign lines, 
and in the late war it was the foundation of the army 
that defended China from her invaders. The poor result 
of their work is not to be taken as a measure of his ear- 
nest purpose, or of his great efforts and expenditure. It 
is, however, instructive in another way, for there can be 
no doubt that the army which fought under Li’s direction 
was about as good as China can produce with Chinese 
material. Perhaps it was poor, but there is no prospect 
that anything better will come out of China for many 
years. The failure of the army was the absolute lack of 
competent officers of every rank—a lack which 
from the fact that the Chinese are a nation of B. C. 
barbarians, hold-overs from the earliest times, and seem 
to be incapable of assimilating modern ideas. 

We notice some discussion about the place to be pro- 
vided for Li’s residence, and the etiquette to be ob- 
served toward him. It will be difficult to find any place 
in this country which will be considered satisfactory in 
evil odors to a man familiar with the Peiho, where it 
runs by the Viceroy’s dwelling. The question of eti- 
impossible.

Li’s progress through Germany and England has been 
marked by efforts, which seem to have been no less than 
disgusting, to obtain from him concessions of trade or 
other privileges, or large orders of war and navy mate- 
rial. The position of China is peculiar. Her tariff was 
fixed by treaty with the powers, and she finds herself, 
now that interest on war loans has to be paid, in the 
singular position of a power that cannot raise revenue 
without the consent of powers ten thousand miles away. 
The system does not appear entirely without merit to an 
American, distracted between Republican high tariff and 
Democratic low tariff, but, on the whole, the true prin- 
ciple of action is the boy’s “give me liberty or give me 
death.” It is not liberty that Li is seeking, however, but 
permission to raise the import duty from the treaty point 
of 5 per cent. to 10 per cent., and for that great privilege 
he is likely to pay dear in concessions. 

We can afford to be generous and give our consent to 
such fair demands. In fact, we are in a position to play 
the part of hearty entertainers and welcoming hosts 
without thought of advantages to be traded for our fa- 
vors. We are likely to get little or nothing in the scram- 
ble of nations for China’s trade. Li’s pet craze is cheap 
silver, and we have one of our great parties (and the 
party in power!) pledged to make it dearer. The con- 
yersation in which Mr. Olney explains to Li how the 
President is a Democrat and this Government is 


Democratic, and how the Democrats are for dear silver 
and the Government is for cheap silver, is likely to be 
one of the tidbits of the campaign, and a trinmph of 
diplomatic expression. Something probably will come to 
us, for Li is an Oriental and does not ask favors except 
with a gift in his hand, but it is not to this country that 
the Chinese will look for war material or ships, though 
they would do well to buy both here. American ammuni- 
tion is, or was, used in the Chinese army, but unless the 
war has altered the case American ammunition is un- 
known as such in China. It is made here and sold 
through Europe, which to the ignorant Chinese makes it 
European. 

Whatever the material results of Li's visit may be, he 
is at least one of the historical figures of the century, a 
man of undoubted powers, and even at his age probably 
the hardest working statesman in the world. We can 
well afford to welcome and honor him, for when he leaves 
this mundane sphere it is impossible to say whether he 
will be followed by a man of enlightenment or by some 
besotted fool, a hater of foreigners and steeped in all the 
stupidities of barbarism. 

Both the Army and Navy are to participate in the re- 
ception to be accorded to Li Hung Chang. Orders were 
issued on Wednesday last detailing Maj. Gen. T. H. 
Ruger to duty in connection with his reception and 
entertainment. Gen. Ruger will be assisted in this duty 
by his personal staff, Capt. 8S. C. Mills, 12th Inf., and Ist 
Lieut. A. S. Cummins, 4th Art. It is expected that 
upon the arrival of the St. Louis at Quarantine, Gen. 
Ruger will board that vessel and conduct Li Hung Chang 
to New York, and on the following day go with him to 
Governors Island, where the President will receive the 
Nation’s guest. 

The dispatch boat Dolphin is held at Newport for the 
accommodation of the President, who will go to New 
York on board this vessel. Acting Secretary McAdoo 
disclaims any knowledge of naval participation, but the 
ships of the North AtJantic squadron will be drawn up 
on the date of Li’s arrival, and will salute him as he 
passes by on the St. Louis. Whether a naval officer 
will be detailed on Li’s staff has not yet been determined, 
but we hope it will be done. The Chinese are impressed 
greatly by display. It is not for superior merit that they 
buy guns, ships and supplies in Europe, but because the 
imposing military displays there make a deep impres- 
sion on them and the more frequent wars of that conti- 
nent give them an opportunity, as they think, to deter- 
mine the most successful military system. It is un- 
doubtedly wise to give the Chinese a just impression of 
our power, and the building of our Navy is the most 
valuable factor in that task. As to commercial advan- 
tages we do not look for them, for the action of our 
Government, whatever it may be, is useless vnless it is 
followed up by vigorous activity on the part of our mer- 
chants, but while our people sem to be looking for Li 
as a curiosity the aim of our Government should be 
to impress him with the reality of our power as a great 
nation. 


QUARTERMASTER GENERAL SAWTELLE. 

Since the retirement of Q. M. Gen. R. N. Batchelder, 
U. S. A., on July 27 last, it has been the general idea 
that his successor would be the next senior in rank, that 
eminently qualified officer, Col. Charles G. Sawtelle, 
Asst. Q. M. Gen., on duty for some time past as Chief 
()uartermaster, Department of the East, with station at 
Governors Island. Still there is often “many a slip 
between the cup and the lip,” but now we are happy to 
announce that the general expectation has been realized, 
the appointment of Gen. Sawtelle has been duly made 
by the L’resident in the early part of the week. 

The new incumbent of this important and 
position brings to it ample experience and qualifications; 
is a dignified and courteous gentleman highly esteemed 
in public and private life, and beloved by those who have 
had the good fortune to serve under him. Gen. Sawtelle, 
a native of Maine, was graduated from the U. 8. Mili- 
tary Academy in 1854, and appointed to the Infantry. 
From that time on until the commencement of the War 
of the Rebellion he had his full share of arduous frontier 


onerous 


duty. In May, 1861, he was appointed to the Quarter- 
master’s Department, and thereafter during the war 
displayed great ability, forethought and remarkable 


energy. In 1862 he was Acting Chief Quartermaster 
of the Army of the Potomac, and subsequently was 
Chief Quartermaster of the 2d Corps; of the Right 
Grand Division; the Cavalry Corps; Cavalry Bureau at 
Washington, etc. At the close of the war he received 
brevets from Major to Brigadier General. Since the 
war his services have been so varied, and in so many 
parts of the country, that his knowledge of the situation 
at all points cannot be excelled. He is fully equipped for 
the duties now before him. 

This is but a brief synopsis of the distinguished career 
of this meritorious officer, and we add our hearty con- 
gratulations to the many already received by him from 
his friends in civil, as well as in military life, all over the 
country. 


The “Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette” says: 
“An officer who has just returned from the Oxus states 
that the experiment which the Russians have been try- 
ing of amalgamating the Cossacks with the regular cav- 
alry has not been successful.

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THE GRANT WINS. 


Unalaska, Alaska, July 5.—The unusual interest 
evinced here yesterday in a fitting celebration of the 
anniversary of our Nation’s independence shows that 
the hearts of her people can be just as warm and loyal 
to Mother Columbia in this far western corner of the 
adopted members, though meanwhile the surrounding 
mountain peaks be sheathed in snow, as in the sunniest 
climes of the distant States. It happened that only two 
ships of the Behring Sea tleet, the Grant and the Rush, 
were in port, but the Fish Commission steamer Alba- 
tross had arrived from San Francisco on the day 
preceding. Besides these there were several merchant 
vessels in the harbor. As the Albatross had not finished 
coaling, military demonstrations were confined to the 
revenue cutters. A morning gun was fired, and both 
the Grant and Rush were beautifully dressed in the 
customary rainbow fashion, in their brightest flags and 
newest ensigns, and at noon a national salute of twenty- 
one guns was fired by each. A number of the merchant 
vessels present did honor to the occasion by displaying 
all their available bunting and firing rifle salutes. Ac- 
cording to a pre-arranged understanding the Grant and 
Rush proceeded during the afternoon to carry out a 
programme of races and sports in order tO enliven the 
occasion and give the crews of the two ships a chance 
to enter into a good-natured competition. ‘The officers 
of both vessels had kindly “chipped in” and made up 
nice money purses for the winners of each event. — 

Lieut. Comdr. J. F. Moser, U. S. N., commanding the 
Albatross; Capt. J. A. Slocum, U. 8S. R. C. S., command- 
ing the Grant, and Capt. W. H. Roberts, U. S. R. C. 8., 
commanding the Rush, were chosen as judges of the 
races afloat, and Lieut. Daniels, of the Rush; Lieut, 
Levis, of the Grant, and Ensign Yates Stirling, of the 
Albatross, acted as referees and judges of the sports on 
shore. Lieut. J. C. Hooker, of the Grant, was master 
of ceremonies, and Lieut. B. H. Camden, of the Rush, 
starter for all the races. The sports began at 2:30 P. 
M. and proceeded in the following order:

*The most exciting feature of the day was the result 
of a proposal at this juncture by 2d Lieut. George M. 
Daniels, of the Rush, to race a crew of officers from the 
Rush against the officers of the Grant in four-oared cut- 
ters. He insisted by bringing a crew of officers from 
the former vessel under the Grant’s quarter and tossing 
oars. This was too much for the othcers of the Grant, 
and they jumped into sweaters and climbed into their 
cutter, preparatory to the three-fourths-of-a-mile spurt. 
At the report of the starting gun the Grant’s crew was 
ready and shot ahead after few strokes, andl kept 
the lead during the entire race, winning by about six 
boat lengths, amid the shouts of all the ships’ companies 
and the applause of the assembled villagers from Dutch 
Harbor and Unalaska. The Grant’s crew came over the 
line in excellent order, tossed their oars, and gave “three 
cheers for the Rush!" with good natured irony. The 
chagrined officers in the Rush's cutter responded prompt- 
ly but feebly with a “three for the Grant!’ and pulled 
slowly alongside their vessel. 

The following officers took part in the race: Grant's 
cutter, Lieut. K, W. Perry, stroke; Lieut. J. C. Hooker, 
Asst. Engr. G. M. De Reamer, Lieut. I’. A. Levis, Lieut. 
I’. M. Dunwoody, Acting Coxswain. Rush's cutter, 
Lieut. B. H. Camden, stroke; Lieut. J. G. Ballinger, 
Kngr. J. J. Bryan, Asst. Engr. W. L. Maxwell, 
Lieut. G. M. Daniels, Coxswain. The Rush left July 5 
for a week's cruise around the Pribilof Islands. The 
(irant returned July 1 from a cruise to Atter Island, 
the westernmost of the Aleutian group, where she left 
2d Lieut. J. G. Berry to regulate the sealing schooners 
coming into the sea from the Japanese and Russian 
this season, LJOBUSIER.

BROOKLYN NAVY YARD ACCIDENT. 

The Court of Inquiry appointed to meet at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard to investigate the recent disaster caused by 
the jumping of the dock caisson out of its place began 
its session on Aug. 14. The members of the court were: 
Capt. Albert Kautz, Comdr. Edwin Long- 
necker, and Civil Engr. George Mackay, members, with 
Ist Lieut. George Barnette, U. S. M. C., Judge Advocate. 
There was a conflict of opinion as to the cause of the 
disaster, some attributing it to the fact that the caisson 
had been lightened by the removal of stone ballast, which 
should have been replaced temporarily by water until 
the new cement ballast Could be introduced. Civil Engr. 
. GG. Menoecal thought that the prevailing heat had 
altered the rubber gasket so as to affect its frictional 
adherence to the caisson grooves. This is a new and 
interesting point. The whole subject is one for mathe- 
matical investigation. The conditions under which the 
bouyancy of a caisson spanning the entrance to an empty 
dock exceeded its friction on the gate grooves deserve to 
he set forth with exactitude. Naval Constr. Hibbs sub- 
mitted calculations showing the weight of the caisson to 
be 06.7 tons. This differed from the figures submitted 
by Civil Engr. Menocal, who stated he had been told 
by the builders that the weight of the caisson was 104 
tons. Mr. Hibbs declined to give an opinion as to the 
cause of the accident until he could examine the caisson, 
which had been towed into a dry dock for examination, 
It is understood that further proceedings have been rec- 
ommended by the Court of Inquiry, which investigated 
the accident. Lieut. Barnette, of the Marine Corps, took 
the record and findings of the court to the Navy Depart- 
ment on the 20th inst., and it is now receiving attention 
at the hands of Acting Secretary McAdoo and Acting 
Judge Adv. Gen. Lauchheiner. It has not yet been 
announced against whom the further proceedings will be 
directed, but there are reports that Civil Engr. Menocal 
will be held responsible.

The Court of Inquiry in the matter of the accident to 
the dry dock at Brooklyn reported findings to the De- 
partment. After an examination of the findings Acting 
Secretary McAdoo has determined not to take action 
upon them for present, but wait until the caisson has 
been restored to its place and the dock pumped out. He 
does this upon the suggestion of the court itself, as there 
is possibility that under those conditions the causes of 
the accident may be more fully determined.

C. S., on special duty in New York as Inspector of Life- 
Saving stations, will be pained to hear of the death of the 


wife of his eldest son, Frederick E. Walker. Mrs. 
Walker died on Aug. 14th at Manchester, Vt.. where 


she had been for a few weeks. She was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. S. A. Woodrow, of Brooklyn. She left an 
infant son three months old. 

The Navy Department was informed on Monday last 
that Comdr. W. W. Reisinger, commanding the gunboat 
Monocacy, had been condemued by a Board of Survey 
and ordered home for examination for retirement. Comdr. 
Reisinger was ordered to the command of the Monocacy 
in November last, The cause of his trouble is not 
known at the Department. No selection of his successor 
in command of the Monocacy has yet been announced, 
but it is understood that one of the officers near the 
bottom of the list of commanders will be assigned to 
this duty. 

The War Department has received the report of the 
Retiring Board, now in session in Chicago, on four offi- 
cers, besides that on Col. R. KE. O. Crofton, 15th Inf. 
The four officers examined, with the tindings of the 
Board, are: Lieut. Col. J. H. Bradford, 17th U.S. Inf., 
retirement; incapacitated by wounds received in action.

It is possible that the Navy Department may exper- 
iment with a liquid fuel invented by an Italian. Constr. 
Vittorio Emilio, of the Italian Navy, has had several 
interviews with Acting Secretary MeAdoo and Engineer- 
in-Chief Melville in regard to an invention he possesses 
and the Department has informed him that if he will 
submit the fuel for trial it will be tested at the New 
York Navy Yard. The Department has not yet received 
the revised report of the tests of the liquid fuel submitted 
at the New York Navy Yard, and it is doubtful if it 
will be publishéd until the retutn of Secretary Herbert. 


Secretary Lamont has not yet passed upon the recom- 
mendation of the Ordnance Department with regard to 
the award for the manufacture of 6 pounder rapid fire 
guns. It is understood that the Department recom- 
mended that the contract for the manufacture of the 
guns be awarded to the American Ordnance Company. 
There is some question about the ammunition to be sup- 
plied, which may cause the Department to readvertise 
for this material. The Department wants smokeless 
powder, but has failed to specify any particular kind, 
and in the bids submitted on this material the American 
Ordnance Co. made its proposal somewhat higher than 
usual on account of the experiments it would have to 
make in order to obtain samples that would fulfill the 
ballistic requirements the Department would exact. It 
is understood that the contract for guns under the pres- 
ent bids will only call for the delivery of ten weapons. 
Other advertisements will be issued in the course of a 
few months under which’ 180 rapid fire guns of the 6 
pounder type will be purchased. The Department has 
not yet issued eny advertisements for machine guns. 
Specifications for these weapons have been prepared. It 
is understood that the Department has practically de- 
cided to purchase Gatling guns for Army use.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


In accordance with a resolution of Congress the U. § 
S. Albatross has been detailed by the President to assist 
2 commission appointed by the Executive to make , 
scientific investigation of the fur seals on the Pribilof 
Commander and Kurile Islands. The commission is 
composed of Dr. David Starr Jordan, president of Leland 
Stanford, Jr., University; Lieut. Comdr. Jefferson F. 
Moser, U. S. N., commanding the Albatross; Dr. Leon- 
hard Stejneger, of the National Museum; Mr. F. A. 
Lucas, of the National Museum; Mr. Charles H. Towo- 
send, of the Fish Commission. The Albatross arrive 
at Unalaska July 2, and will proceed at once on the 
work. She carried both the American and British com 
missioners. 

Navy officers regard it as very doubtful that any seri- 
ous attempt will be made to experiment with “any sys 
tem presented for the propulsion of vessels by direct 
action ‘against the water without the use of screws," 
which was directed during the the last session of Con 
gress. In the Navy appropriation law a section is it 
cluded directing the Secretary to investigate, throug) 
a board composed of line and staff officers, into such 4 
system, and to make comparison between it and_ the 
steam engine and propeller, and to pass upon the rela 
tive efficiency of the two methods as to displacement, 
waste of fuel, liability to accidents and speed endurance, 
and also into the applicability and special advantages 
of the direct system in connection with torpedo boats 
and coast defense vessels. A system backed by capital 
ists, Who secured the attachment of the above section t 
the law, involving the propulsion of vessels by means of 
gas discharged into the water, was brought to the atter 
tion of the Department a year ago. Considering past 
experience with such vessels it is not surprising that 
Kngineer-in-Chief Melville was opposed to its trial, de 
elaring that it was useless, but afterwards he reco 
mended that it be tried at the New York Navy Yar, 
provided that the boat in which it was to be exper: 
mented with should go from the works where the sys 
tem was placed in her to the Navy Yard under her ow! 
propulsion and not under tow. The bureau wrote to the 
New York yard a week or so ago asking if the vessel 
had yet arrived. Commo. Sicard has informed the Engi 
neer-in-Chief that no vessel of the kind he mentions 
has yet put in an appearance, The authorities are there 
fore of the opinion that-¢the projectors of the system hav 
dropped the scheme. 

The Navy Department will shortly issue orders de 
taching Lieut. N. E. Mason from duty as Inspector of 
Ordnance at the Indian Head Proving Grounds. Liew. 
Comdr, A. R. Couden, recently relieved from the com 
mand of the Pinta, will succeed him. Before his assigt 
ment to the command of the Pinta, Lieut. Comdr. Cor 
den was on duty in the Ordnance Bureau. Lieut. Mason 
is to be detached for the reason that his tour of shore 
duty has expired and he is wanted for sea. 

The next vessels that will be ordered to join Adm! 
Bunee’s squadron will be the second class battleship: 
Texas and Maine. The Navy Department was informe! 
Aug. 18 that only six days more were necessary t? 
complete the Texas and eight days the Maine. When the 
Department is informed that the ships are ready it will 
issue orders directing them to join Rear Adml. Bunee 
at Tompkinsville, There seems to be no intention on the 
part of the Department of giving the Texas a trial before 
she joins the squadron, although some of the officials 
urge that something of the kind should be done in ordet 
to prove her seaworthiness, Considerable money ha‘ 
been spent on the Texas to place her in condition and 
reports from the Navy Yard at Norfolk, where she has 
undergone alterations, state that she is now one of the 
finest vessels of her class afloat. 

_ The Bureau of Construction and Repair has made 
its monthly statement showing the progress of work on 
vessels under construction. The Puritan leads with 
97 per cent. to her credit. The Brooklyn is next with 
90, followed by the gunboats Nashville, Wilmington and 
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Helena, each, 85; the Iowa, 68; torpedo boat No. 3, 50; 
gunboats > and ‘12, 45; torpedo boat No. 4, 45; torpedo 
joat No. 5, 44; submarine torpedo boat, 34; gunboats 
Nos. 14 and 15, ; gunboat No. 10, 15, and battleships 
Kearsarge and wWenteeky, 4 each. 

Some important changes in commands of vessels on 
the North Atlantic Station will be made just as soon as 
the squadron maneuvers are completed, and the Navy

SONGLISH NAVAL HISTORY. 
In the “Journal of the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion,” is a lecture by J. K. Laughton, R. N., on the 


study of Naval History, in which the lecturer says: “So 
far as the fleets of last century are concerned, it is abso 
lutely erroneous to speak of the English superiority of 
seamanship showing itself in struggles for the weather 
gauge. Where it did, I think, show itself, was in the 
sea-keeping power of the fleet, and in the ability of ships 
to keep together on a dark night or in stormy weather, 
without fouling each other. It will be remembered, for 
instance, that five out of the twelve ships with M. de la 
Clue, in August, 1759, lost sight of the Admiral during 
the night, leaving Boscawen, who had kept his fourteen 
together, to polish off the remaining seven; that while in 
presence of the English off Ushant, in July, 1778, the 
French fleet had lost two of its number by collision; and 
that during Rodney's campaign in the West ludies, the 
French on several occasions, in the same way, lost the 
service of one or more ships, and notably on April 12. 
If we give the word seamanship a more extended signiti- 
cation, and apply it to the art of keeping the ships clean 
and sweet, we may attribute to it also the long and 
close blockade of Brest, which Hawke kept up in 175%; 
whereas in 1779, when the Franco-Spanish fleet came into 
the Channel, they were driven out of it with fearful loss, 
by the fell enemy, putrid fever. 

Prof. Laughton calls attention to the enormous quan- 
tity of manuscript of naval interest, not only in the Pub- 
lic Record office, and in the British Museum, but also in 
private hands. A society known as the Navy Record 
Society has been formed for the purpose of editing and 
publishing some of these manuscripts. This society has 
already issued in two volumes “State L’apers Relating 
to the Defeat of the Spanish Armada; a volume of Lord 
Hood's private letters, which is of interest on this side of 
the Atlantic, as these letters were written from the 
West Indies in the time of our War of the Revolution. 

“The Life of Capt. Stephe n Martin, and an Index to 
James’ Naval History.” The life of Martin is enriched 
with pictures of the ships in which he served, giving cor- 
rect. representations of the rig of 1695-1700, ‘Three 
volumes are to be issued by the society during the pres- 
ent year, One of these is “Journal of a Rear Adniiral,” 
by Bartholomew James; another is “A Contemporary 
View of the British Navy Under Charles |. and Charles 
11."; the third deals with the Navy as it was under 
Henry VIL. Other works to follow are a fac simile set 
with beautiful, colored pictures of the ships of Henry 
VIIL., drawn for and presented to the King, 1546; Pa- 
pers relating to the Dutch War of 1652-4, and a iniscella- 
neous volume of courts martial, letters, memoirs, and 
such like, illustrating the social life and discipline of the 
Knglish "Navy in the eighteenth century. In _ Prof. 
Laughton’s lecture and the comments on it, our Capt. 
Mahan’s name is so constantly alluded to in references 
te the English Navy, that it must puzzle the gallant 

‘aptain to know to which navy y it belongs. on speaker 
ion that he was such an admirer of Capt. Mahan 
that he carried in his pocket a document containing a 
large number of quotations from his work, “I defy a

Under the present programme of the Cramps, the 
Brooklyn will leave their yard in Philadelphia on Savur- 
day and will steam to Boston, where she will arrive on 
Sunday evening or Monday morning. If the weather is 
good on Monday, the vessel will be given a contractor's 
trial, that is, an unofficial run, and it is possible that 
this feature may be repeated on the next day. With fair 
weather on Wednesday and a smooth sea, the Brooklyn 
will go on her official trial, and is expected to break the 
speed record for vessels of her type. Navy experts 
predict that she will make at least 22 knots and will 
incidentally earn a bonus of something like $100,000 for 
her builders. Hér contract calls for 21 knots speed, and 
no doubt exists that the cruiser will be able to easily 
meet this requirement. 

The course over which the Brooklyn will run lies 
between Cape Ann and Cape Porpoise. As laid ont it 
is 41.5 knots long. It will be marked by seven vessels 
the naval dispatch boat Dolphin; tug Leyden, from 
l’ortsmouth; tug Iwanna, from Boston; tug Nina, from 
New York: tug Fortune, from Newport; and the revenue 
cutters Woodbury and Dallas. According to the instruc- 
tions issued by the Department, the trial will consist of 
two runs of about two hours each. 

As the old Brooklyn, of war fame, was an advanced 
type of the ship of her day, so is the Brooklyn of to-day 
the leader in her type. She was built at the Cramps’ 
shipyard in Philadelphia and has been under construc- 
tion for about three years, and is somewhat like the 
cruiser New York, but is heavier, has a more powerful 
armament and better protection for her men and guns, 
On account of Gone advantages, she has been face- 
tiously called the “Greater New York.” The New York 
is of 8,150 tons displacement. The displacement of the 
Brooklyn is 9,150 tons. The New York has a battery 
composed in part of six 8-inch guns, The Brooklyn's 
main battery consists in part of eight S-inch guns,

NEW YORK CAMP. 


The drill season of the State Camp of Instruction, near 
Peekskill, New York, came to an end on Aug. 15, with 
the artillery encampment, in which all of the State bat- 
teries, except the 5th of Syracuse, took part, and also 
Battery K, of the 1st U. S. Art., from Fort Hamilton, 
and Troop F, of the 3d U. S. Cay.

Each battery looked after its own commissary depart- 
ment. Including the baggage trains, there were present 
some 425 men and 300 horses (and not 600 men and 700 
horses, as one daily paper enthusiastically stated). Gen. 
Carroll was further assisted by Maj. J. B. Burbank, 3d 
U. S. Art. (detailed to observe the State troops), and 
Cols. Will Cary Sanger and Ashley W. Cole, the Assist- 
ant Chiefs of Artillery. By 10:30 the brigade was on 
the march, headed by the mounted band of Squadron A. 
The troops were in fatigue, and wore campaign hats and 
gauntlets, and were armed with revolvers and sabers. 
The heat was intense, and by the time Van Cortlandt 
Park (the first camping ground) was reached six men 
had been prostrated—one in the 2d Battery and five in 
the 6th. This battery is from Binghamton and had trav- 
eled all of the preceding night and reached Jersey City 
at 3:30 in the morning. Friday’s march from Van Cort- 
landt to Sing Sing will not soon be forgotten by those 
who took part in it. With the thermometer at 104 de- 
grees, humidity about 85, no wind and clouds of stifling 
dust, the discomforts and suffering of men and horses 
were intense. Seven men were overcome and four horses 
—one (attached to a baggage wagon) died. The distance 
covered was twenty miles. The camp at Sing Sing was a 
picturesque sight and visited by crowds of the towns 
people. Gen. MecAlpin, who has a handsome residence 
at Sing Sing, entertained all of the artillery officers at 
dinner. Headquarter officials and the field of the 69th 
and the officers of Troops F and C were also present. 
Dinner was served at small tables on the verandas, and 
a delightful evening ended a trying day. The brigade 
was slow in starting Saturday morning, and after a try- 
ing halt in Peekskill, reached camp at 2:30. Troop F, 
after escorting Troop C to the station, waited for the ar- 
tillery and escorted them into camp. 

Saturday, Aug. 8, was scarcely less trying than the two 
preceding days, and eleven men were prostrated, while 
unharnessing and caring for the horses. The park was 
on the south side of the north drill field—from company 
streets and the guard tents having been removed to af- 
ford more space. Owing to the intense heat and the lim- 
ited extent of the drill fields, but few drills were held. 
Two batteries occupied the grounds during the early 
morning period and the other two took the forenoon pe- 
riod, the batteries alternating in the periods and drill 
grounds. The regulars drilled but little, Troop F giving 
a couple of its exhibition drills in the evening and Capt. 
Dillenback’s battery “doing itself proud’’ on Thursday 
evening after the review. 

All camp guards were abolished, only park, stable and 
headquarter guards being mounted. Some of the artil- 
lerymen were not slow to recognize the possibilities of 
the situation. Guard mount was by battery, and took 
place after supper, on the parade ground. A system of 
drills was laid out, as in the case of the infantry, but 
the authorities would have done well to recognize the 
patent shortcomings of the service and confine the drills 
almost exclusively to the school of the driver. Even un- 
der the existing conditions, teams (attached to limbers 
only) could have been taken out (and the drivers given 
their much-needed practice) on the borders of the drill 
fields, without interfering with the drill of the battery in 
possession. Until the real needs of the service are clearly 
recognized, we cannot hope for returns commensurate to 
the outlay and sacrifices involved in the volunteer service. 

On Thursday afternoon, Aug. 13, Adjt. Gen. McAlpin 
reviewed the brigade on the north field. Gen. Carroll 
was in command. Capt. Dillenback commanded the Ist 
battalion, consisting of Battery K and the Ist Battn., 
and Capt. Olmstead the 2d battalion, consisting of the 
2d, 3d and 6th Battns. Troop F had the right of the 
line. The passage was in column of batteries with closed 
intervals. In the march past the 6th and Ist, Batteries 
had the best alignments; at the trot, the 6th and 2d were 
the best. The lack of skill of the drivers was noticeable 
in this passage, but in the passage at a gallop it was ap- 
parent to all observers, the batteries degenerating into a 
mob. The 6th Battery was a creditable exception. Of 
course, the regulars were up to their usual standard. Fri- 
day the review was taken by Gen. Carroll. Capt. Dillen- 
back was in command of the brigade, Capt. Olmstead of 
the Ist Battn. and Capt. Rasquin of the 2d. The two 
battalions formed on separate drill grounds and then 
united for formation on the north side of the north field. 
This review was an improvement on that of Thursday, 
the alignments being much better maintained. The 3d 
Battery, in particular, showed great improvement in the 
alignment of its gun detachments (it is the only horse 
battery in the State), but unfortunately, while passing at 
a gallop, a caisson of the 2d Battery broke down and 
threw the 3d (which was just behind) into considerable 
confusion. The 6th again made the best showing. This 
superiority ef the 6th is entirely due to the instruction of 
its drivers, for its horses did not compare favorably with 
those of the other batteries, the 3d being particularly well 
mounted. The post band had no business on the field at 
either of these reviews, but, being there, it should have 
been heard from during the review in line. The buglers 
of Troop F bestowed three flourishes upon Gen. Carroll 
as he passed. Wherefore this prodigality? There were 
no drills on Friday, the entire morning being devoted to 
the firing competition for the Flanigan trophy between 
the 1st, 2d and 6th Batteries. The conditions prescribed 
by general headquarters were as follows: The rules for 
the firing, which was at 1,000 yards, prescribed that the 
competition include in its scope the subject of fire dis- 
cipline. The officers acting as judges of the relative pro- 
ficiency of those competing will study the working of the 
battery with reference to quietness, efficiency and order, 
uncalled for repetition of orders, unnecessary interfer- 
ence by the commander in the details of work, and slov- 
enly drill, due to failures to carry out details as specified 
in drill regulations. Previous to coming into action the 
battery will be halted at some distance from the firing 
point, and, upon notice from the judges, will take the 
designated position for action in regular form. The pro- 
jectiles used in the firing will be five percussion shells 
and five shrapnel for each gun—with service powder 
charges—the ammunition to be issued by the State. Each 


platoon is to be limited to forty minutes in firing it, 
twenty shots. Two sighting shots for each platoon may 
be allowed by the judges, if in their judgment it be ist 
deemed best. The decision of the Board of Award as to 2d

These interesting females invari- 
ly appear on the field at guard mount and other cere 
ionies in open carriages to the admiring eyes of the mili- 
lary and others, and are usually accorded a column of 
space each day in the newspapers, in descriptions of the 
resses, good looks, ete. There was a dancing pavilion 
t the camp, and, of course, each company held a recep- 
1 in honor of their sponsors and maids of honor, and 
ll had an elegant time. There was the usual strect 


parade in the city, fireworks, and a sham battle. During 
the latter a very bitter feeling was generated between 
two of the opposing regiments and after the battle a free 
fight was almost indulged in, but was fortunately pre- 
vented by wiser counsels. During the last night in one 
no guards were out after 10 o'clock, and the men di 
pretty much as they pleased, and sleep was almost out 
of the question. Many of the men had a supply of blank 
cartridges, which they fired at frequent intervals, and 
with the numerous pranks and yells of the men, from 
all accounts, the last night in camp was indeed hideous 
for any one who wanted to sleep. It would pay the State of 
Mississippi to endeavor to make arrangements with the 
State of New York to give their National Guard a tour 
of duty at Peekskill for a week, and also to have New 
York camp instructors over them. They would then learn 
something of discipline, and other necessary military 
duties, but they wouldn’t get a junketing trip. 


CONNECTICUT. 


Camp Graham opened with beautiful weather on Aug. 
17. The brigade was in camp before 10 A. M., with an 
excellent percentage of attendance. Brig. Gen. George 
Haven, commanding, and staff, were in camp over Sun- 
day and everything was put in readiness for the troops.

NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 


Adjt. Gen. Sackett, of Rhode Island, has received a 
request from the Providence and Newport Naval Re- 
serves to be allowed to go into camp together for a few 
days in September. Potter's Cove is the spot selected, 
and the members would like to pitch their tents Sept. 4 
and remain in camp until after Labor Day, Sept. 7. 

Capt. Timpson and Lieut. Blececker, of Co. G, 71st 
N. Y., have resigned. 

The .National Guard Artillery Association of the New 
York Guard have elected the following civil officers for 
the ensuing year: Brig. Gen. Howard Carroll, Chief of 
Artillery, as president; Capt. David Hays, 5th Battery, 
and Capt. Laurel L. Olmstead, 6th Battery, vice-presi- 
dents;, Capt. David Wilson, Ist Battery, secretary; and 
Capt. Henry S. Rasquin, 3d Battery, treasurer. Capt. 
J. W. Dillenback, U. S. A., and Col. George B. Agnew, 
Aide-de-Ca mp to the Commander-in-Chief, were elected 
honorary members. 

Gov. Hastings, of Pennsylvania, has appointed Will- 
iam C. McConnell, to be Aide-de-Camp on his staff, with 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 

Much attention is being given to the arrangements 
for the opening of the sixth annual meeting of the New 
Jersey State Rifle Association, to be held at Sea Girt 
from Aug 31 to Sept. 7. Gen. Bird W. Spencer and 
Col. A. R. Kuser of the Governor’s Staff are making 
extensive preparations for the reception of the various 
teams to participate in the New Jersey State Rifle Asso- 
ciation matches and the matches of the National Rifle 
Association. Lieut. Albert T. Jones, of Paterson, is in 
charge of the clubhouse and rifle range offices. 

Judge Noble, of Ohio, on Aug. 12 denied the applica- 
tion of William Stanley, one of the Brown locked out 
employés for an injunction restraining Mayor McKisson, 
of Cleveland, from calling additional militia into service, 
to restrain the Brown Company from arming its em- 
ployés, and to compel the company to carry out its agree- 
ment made with the locked out men July 27. The Judge 
said that strikes were not necessarily illegal. The or- 
derly withdrawal of men from their employer was not 
illegal, whether it be to peaceably enforce an agreement 
or to otherwise benefit themselves. 


NAVAL MILITIA. 

Lieuts. J. M. Bowyer, W. F. Fullam and P. Andrews, 
U. S. N., who were appointed a board to report on the 
Naval Militia of the States of South Carolina and Louis- 
iana, in an official report concerning the work of the 
South Carolina Naval Militia on board the U. 8.8. Ra- 
leigh in June last, states the members were instructed 
by our officers in the nomenclature of the ship; the uses 
of the various winches, pumps, pipes, manifolds, valves 
and mechanical appliances; the method of stowing and 
supplying ammunition; the method of flooding, ventilat- 
ing and draining magazines and shell rooms, and the 
manner of closing water-tight doors for collision, tire 
and general quarters, and such other details as might 
suggest themselves, including practical instruction at 
general quarters. 

They were drilled in the manual at small arms, in 
casting loose, providing, loading, pointing and firing main 
and secondary guns, sub-caliber practice with six-pound- 
er Hotchkiss; aiming drill, boats under oars and sails, 
ete. 

Professional knowledge, outside of piloting, boat sail- 
ing and the running of engines, is very meager. 

In the 1st Division there were evidences of much lack 
of discipline. The senior officers seemed to have no idea 
of the habit of command, nor to have sufficient control 
over their men. When embarking cutters it was notice- 
able that enlisted men seated themselves comfortably in 
the stern sheets and expected the officers to take their 
oars. When spoken to regarding this state of affairs, the 
militia officer frankly admitted that there was but little 
discipline in the division. The discipline of the 2d Divis- 
ion was somewhat better than that of the Ist, and that 


of the 3d Dvision is very good. The men of this (3d, or 


Beaufort) division were well set up; the officers gave 
their commands well, and obedience was quick and 


prompt. Both officers and men of this division appeared 
to take more interest and to be more eager to learn than 
those of the other divisions. The commander is an ex- 
tugboat engineer. He, with all the other officers, has 
no knowledge of naval life or customs, nor of men-of-war 
and naval weapons, and it is not reasonable to expect 
great results under such conditions. We think it highly 
advisable that a monitor, with suitable boats, be fur 
nished this command, and that a line officer of the Navy 
be ordered in command, to act as instructor. The execu- 
tive officer, although a very pleasant and intelligent gen- 
tleman, did not seem to actively enter upon the perform- 
ance of the duties of his office, or to seek knowledge 
relative thereto. 

The uniforms are, so far as the enlisted men are con- 
cerned, absolutely unsuitable. 

The board recommend that, if possible, the present 
large stock of obsolete Navy uniforms for enlisted men 
be served out to the Naval Militia. 

Petty officers bid fair, under proper discipline and in- 
struction, to become excellent leading men. Several of 
these showed remarkable zeal and eagerness to learn. 
The men of all divisions picked up the drill at the main 
and secondary batteries quite readily, and understood 
the signal instruction given them. Sub-caliber practice 
and aiming drill demonstrated that quite a number are 
very good shots. Boat work was fair, particularly under 


ail. 

The State has not made very liberal appropriations for 
the Naval Militia, and the manner of appointing officers 
will, we are informed, be improved ‘vhen bills now pend- 
ing before the Legislature are enacted into law. There 
can be no question that this organization is badly handi- 
capped for want of suitable appliances, such as a moni- 
tor, or vessel of some sort, a few boats, a number of 
copies of our drill books, proper uniforms, and, above 
all, a graduate of the Naval Academy as instructor.

The men appear 
to be in good discipline, and the officers are zealous and 
capable. I think the organization, as a whole, is well 
calculated to fulfil the purpose for which it was estab- 
lished.” The average attendance during the week was 
85 per cent. of the total militia force.

The company was invited to take part in the 
celebration, but as transportation was not furnished 
them Capt. Fales ordered out only those of his command 
who could ride a wheel. The roster of the company was 

officers and men, and to show the interest in wheeling, 
63 officers and men, or 75 per cent. appeared on the 
morning of Aug. 11 at the Armory at 6:30 o’clock, ready 
for the trip. The men wore fatigue uniform and cam- 
paign hats with poncho and gun strapped on wheel. The 


distance covered going and returning was about forty- 
nine miles. The company arrived at Niagara at 11 
o’clock A. M. and took part in the parade which occurred 
at 1 o’clock with all the men who started out. Leaving 
there at 6 o’clock P. M., they arrived at their armory at 
8:30, covering a distance of twenty-four miles in two and 
a half hours, which included stops in all of about twenty 
minutes. There were very few breakdowns and the trip 
was highly successful in every way. ‘ 

This whole performance was interesting and instructive 
and the percentage of men available, the distance cov- 
ered, the speed made and the arfival of 100 per cent. 
able for duty in the parade, make this impromptu test a 
notable one in its way.

SMOKELESS POWDER. 

Specifications issued by the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment for smokeless powder for the Krag-Jirgensen .30- 
caliber rifle, require that it should show a mean velocity 
at fifty-three feet from the muzzle of not less than 1960 
foot seconds, and the mean variations of velocity must 
not exceed 20 foot seconds, and the = maxi- 
mum pressure 38,000 pounds per square inch. The 
powder pulverized or subdivided into minute grains must 
withstand for at least fifteen minutes a temperature of 
150° to 154° Fahrenheit without emitting acid vapors, 
as indicated by the slightest discoloration of a piece of 
iodide of potassium starch paper partially moistened with 
dilute glycerin. 

The powder must also be proof against tests for moist- 
ure, dryness, and cold. 

The powder must be uniform in quality, free from 
dust and other foreign substances. Other qualities, in 
regard to which such additional tests will be made 
as the Department may deem necessary, are required 
as follows: The powder must be practically smokeless; 
must not corrode the barrel or cartridge case, nor re- 
quire an unduly strong primer for ignition. It must 
not leave a hard adherent residue in the bore, espe- 
cially after rapid firing, nor a metallic residue due to ac- 
tion of heat on bullet or barrel. 

It must not be sensitive to friction or shock, and must 
not be so friable as to endanger breakage of grains in 
transportation incident to service. 

It must not contain ingredients known to be unsuited 
to form a safe and reasonably stable compound, and 
must admit of machine loading with the machines in 
use or that can be readily provided at the Frankford 
Arsenal, not exceeding a variation of 0.3 of a grain from 
the desired charge in fifty consecutive machine-loaded 
charges. 

It must not show a tendency to agglomeration dur- 
ing storage. Powder which may be found defective 
in this respect, and which has not already been used in 
the manufacture of cartridges, will be returned to the 
makers at their expense, and deliveries of the powder 
under contract will be suspended. Other things being 
equal, that powder which produces the least heating 
of the barrel will be preferred. 


Che vessels of the North Atlantic Squadrca, under 


Adml. Bunce, which left the port of New York on 
Aug. 1, for evolutions at sea, returned on Aug. 23, and 


anchored off Tompkinsville, S. L, the fleet being in- 
creased by the addition of the Texas and Maine, the ram 
Katahdin and the monitor Terror, the fleet taking part 
in the reception of Li Hung Chang. The squad- 
ron, after it steamed down the coast on Aug. 1, spent 
nine days in naval tactics and signaling with flags and 
whistles, and at night with the electric system of in- 
eandescent bulb lights. The ships put into Hampton 
Roads and coaled, and on Aug. 15 sailed for New York. 
On the way up they indulged in squadron evolutions and 
target practice. The capabilities of the ships and their 
officers were tested thoroughly in three days of hard 
drilling. The maneuvering, it is said, was accomplished 
without the slightest hitch. During the practice firing 
the concussion aboard the battleships Indiana and Massa- 
chusetts is described by her officers and men as terrific. 
The target was about twenty-five feet high and fifteen 
feet wide at the base. The vessels of the squadron passed 
and repassed it at a distance of 2,000 yards, running 
about eleven knots. The New York led the column, and, 
as she got in range, she blazed away with her forward 
battery, following it up with a cannonade from her waist, 
and finally from the guns of her after division. In the 





firing tae Raleigh, it is reported, won the honors, de- 
molishing the target early in her firing. When the In- 
diana steamed up within firing range of the target and 
began to shoot, her 2,000-pound anchor, unbent from the 
cable, was blown from the port bow and thirty feet into the 
air by the mighty shock caused by the discharge of the 
13-imch gun fired ahead. In the torpedo practice, buoys 
were placed a short ship’s length apart, and, at a speed 
of six, nine and eleven knots, each ship fired her tor- 
pedoes. The target was 400 yards from the ships, and 
each ship had three shots at it. Every torpedo, it is said, 
would have hit an ordinary war vessel. After the torpedo 
firing the squadron steamed slowly northward, indulging 
in squadron drill until near Sandy Hook. 


“According to reliable private advices from Antanana- 
rivo,” says the New York “Sun,” “the religious difficulty, 
once regarded as serious, will soon settle itself in a man- 
ner which will be no surprise to those acquainted with 
the Malagasy character. The conversion of the islanders 
to Protestantism was never genuine. It was mere fashion, 
like wearing clothes on Sundays. The Queen professed 
the white man’s creed, and that was a sufficient excuse 
for the common people to follow her example. Had the 
country been conquered by the Japanese the Malagasy 
would cheerfully have taken on the conqueror’s particu- 
lar form of paganism. The present victors are Catholics, 
and the people are falling over each other in their eager- 
ness to become Catholics also. The Jesuit Fathers, who 
have been flocking to Madagascar for months past, are 
full of business, and cannot keep pace with the demand 
for conversion. Reinforcements will have to be sent. It 
is not only the sheep that are changing their spiritual 
wool, but the native shepherds as well. So far, the 
Queen has remained loyal to her Protestant faith, but 
nobody would be a bit surprised if she should take a 
French husbahd and the French religion in one dose and 
at short warning. 


In Germany, it is reported, two army corps are 
equipped with aluminum, which includes chevrons and 
every article of metal carried on the person, even the but- 
tons on the clothes and the pegs in the shoes. The sword 
bayonets, scabbards and contents are also made of the 
metal. In Paris there is a cab made of aluminum, and 
some of our best racing records have been made by 
horses wearing aluminum shoes and pulling aluminum 
sulkies. For decorating purposes it is better than silver. 
because the air, which blackens silver so quickly, has no 
effect on it. The president of one of the largest palace 
car companies in this country is said to have remarked 
that the price alone kept aluminum from being used en- 
tirely in car decoration. A short time ago an enterpris- 
ing firm in Ohio built several aluminum ducking boats, as 
well as a number of rowboats. They found they were 
very successful, especially the ducking boat, as this craft 
was extremely light and non-sinkable. Price has been 
the only drawback to the general use of aluminum. but 
that will soon be such that the rich and poor alike will 
be able to enjoy the great advantages which the metal 
offers. It seems likely that the year 1897 will see alu- 
minum selling at less than 35 cents a pound.

It is said at the Navy Department that Lieut. Charles

A report telegraphed from San Francisco that the Mo- 
noeacy was lost some time previous to Aug. 3 is probably 
one of those untraceable things that the sea casts up oc- 
casionally. We have already published the fact that 
Adml. MeNair telegraphed the Department that Comdr. 
Reisinger, of the Monocacy, had been invalided home. 
This was on the 15th of August, two weeks later than 
the reported disaster, and the Department immediately 
ordered Comdr. Farenholt to the ship by steamer from 
San Francisco Oct. 8. These dates are enough to show 
the groundlessness of the rumor. 


The official report of the Spanish Army Sanitary Corps 
for the second ten days of July shows that there were in 
the military hospitals of Cuba at the end of that period 
of which were new, and that 346 
deaths occurred, 250 being due to yellow fever. Of the 
new cases, 116 were due to wounds in battle. The U. 8. 
Consul at Matanzas reports twenty-eight deaths from 
yellow fever, confined to Spanish troops, during the week 
ended Aug. 12, and fifty-two deaths from the same cause 
in Havana during the same period. 


The authorities of the War Department have deter- 


} mined to make a trial of the French Bertillion system 


of identification in order to keep track of deserters and 
other undesirable characters who may again attempt to 
enter the service. This method has been recommended 
by the Army Surgeons who believe it trustworthy and 
the best — of detecting deserters. The Department 
has sent to Paris for a set of the Bertillion instruments 
and a thorough examination will be made of the system 
before it is decided to place it in general use. This is 
an important step toward improving the service by the 
elimination of rounders and undesirable recruits. 

No one at the Navy Department, except the Secretary, 
can assume any responsibility for making changes in 
Fleet commands, and just before his departure for Eu- 
rope he announced that the only vacancy created this 
autumn would be that caused by the detachment of 
Rear Adm]. Beardslee from command of the Pacific sta- 
tion. The Admiral will then have served two years as 
fleet commander and some other officer of flag rank will 
be entitled to take up the duties of the position. All 
the other fleet commanders have a more or less long 
period yet before them, and no detachments are looked 
for certainly under the present administration. 


Professor Prudhomme will be retired next September, 
after many years of active service at the Naval Academy 
as professor of foreign languages. The retirement cre- 
ates a vacancy in the corps of professors, which will be 
filled by the appointment of Lieut. Joseph Strauss, now 
stationed at the Washington gun factory. Mr. Strauss is 
one of the best-equipped ordnance officers of the Navy, 
and has taken high rank as an inventor of the delicate 
parts of the new guns. He was graduated in 1885 at the 
Naval Academy, is a Virginian, and ranked high during 
his entire course at Annapolis. The policy of the Depart- 
ment of late has been to detail those professors who show 
special aptitude for ordnance to this branch of the Navy, 
and Mr. Strauss will unquestionably be detailed to the 
bureau where he can continue his investigations of such 
questions. 


The new Quartermaster General of the Army assumed 
the duties of his office in Washington on Tuesday, Aug. 
25, and will at once enter upon the work which has ac- 
cumulated. Gen. Sawtelle expects to return to New 
York in a week and settle up his affairs preparatory to 
moving to Washington. His mail occupied the greater 
part of his attention during the early days of the week, 
and it will probably not be until next week that he will 
be able to take up more important questions for con- 
sideration. The subject of changes in the stations and 
duties of officers of his Department have not been con- 
sidered, and the chances seem to be that no important 
re-assignment will be made for the present. Gen. Saw- 
telle is well known in Washington and exceedingly pop- 
ular with the leading officers on duty there, and his re- 
ception the first day he visited this office was evidence 
of the esteem in which he is held. There is no doubt 
about the weleome which Gen. Batchelder’s successor 
receives.

The President has appointed Hon. David R. Francis, 
ex-Governor of Missouri, Secretary of the Interior, vice 
Hon. Hoke Smith, resigned, and he will assume his office

Col. Henry Loud Crawford, who served with efficiency 
during the war, 1861-65, as an officer of the Subsistence 
Department, died Aug. 23, at his home, Mt. Pleasant, 
Washington, D. C. 

A correspondent at Jackson Barracks, La., writes us 
under date of Aug. “The saddest event that has 
occurred in connection with the personnel of this post 
since it was occupied by its present garrison, was the 
death of 1st Sergt.

Pearson, 10th U. S. Inf., died Aug. 23 at a sanitarium at 
Wernersville, Pa. The remains were taken to Reading, 
Pa., for interment.

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SOME QUESTIONS ASKED. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Allow me through the medium of your paper to sug- 
gest a few ideas that have occurred to me from time to 
time, as possibly of some use. To begin with, let me ask 
this question, which is applicable to the enlisted men of 
every branch of the service, except cavalry: How many 
men are capable, other than the men detailed as team- 
sters, for example, of driving a mule or horse, as the 
case may be, to say nothing of their care and manage- 
ment otherwise? This at first sight seems a very trivial 
question, yet upon reflection it is easy to see how impor- 
tant it is that every enlisted man in whatever branch of 
the service he is in should be thoroughly conversant 
with this duty. Looking at the subject from another 
point of view, these men detailed as teamsters often re- 
tain their positions as such for at least one term of en- 
listment and more, to their credit, no. doubt, but abso- 
lutely unfair to their comrades who serve in the same 
company or battery, possibly until they retire, and never 
once have the opportunity of making a cent of extra duty 
pay. The benefits to be derived by the regular detail of 
all the men in turn for fixed periods is apparent. The 
deleterious effect produced upon the men by these pro- 
tracted details is quickly discerned, whenever they are 
called upon to go through the manual of arms, marching, 
maneuvers, ete., for example, by an observer of any 
caliber. 

Another question possibly of as great, if not greater, 
importance is why are the majority of non-commissioned 
officers below the rank of Ist Sergeant, as a rule, totally 
ignorant of the duties pertaining to that rank? Simply 
because the opportunities are never given or allowed in 
the great majority of cases. How many Captains upon 
the appointment of a new Ist Sergeant have been caused 
endless trouble, and I might say disgust, by the igno- 
rance displayed. Of course, the man is not to blame al- 
together, and the difficulty could be entirely obviated, 
and every non-commissioned officer of a battery, com- 
pany or troop be made thoroughly conversant with the 
duties of any grade under any and all circumstances of 
the benefit of the service, officers, etc., in every way, by 
detailing them in turn to act in that capacity for stated 
periods under the surveillance and tutoring of the Ist 
Sergeant.

ARMY G. C. M. CASES. 

Corp. Thomas Hynes, Troop B, 2d Cav., having been 
tried py a G. C. M,. convened at Fort Logan, Colo., for 
failing to take due precaution to lock in his cell a general 
prisoner, and of neglect in properly closing and bolting 
the prison room door, by which neglect the escape of a 
prisoner was facilitated, was found guilty of the second 
specification and sentenced “to be reprimanded in orders.” 
brig. Gen. Wheaton, in reviewing the case, saya: “The 
sentence is approved. Kvidence was adduced in this case 
to show that the lock or fastening of the prison room door 
was insecure; that members of the guard were compelled 
to pass to and fro through this door in going to the 
closets; that the officer in charge of prisoners had failed 
to make the daily inspections looking to their security as 
prescribed in existing orders, that the names of prisoners 
were not posted on their cells, and that the accused in 
the execution of his duty as corporal, was compelled to 
temporarily absent himself from the guard room. None 
of these circumstances, however, can obscure the main 
question as to the responsibility which rested upon the 
accused, He was the immediate custodian of the pris- 
oners, their safe keeping had been committed di y to 
his hands, and if these unfavorable circumstances were 
known to him they should only have added to his vigi- 
lance. The chief duty of a sentinel or keeper of prison- 
ers is to hold them. In the language of the guard man- 
ual, “Lo prevent escape is his first and most important 
duty,” and in the exercise of this duty he is given the 
widest discretion. It is hoped that this trial will prove 
a sufticient warning to Corp. Hynes, and to all other 
non-commissioned officers and sentinels of this command 
who may be chaiged with the grave responsibility of hold- 
ing prisoners. Corp. Hynes will be released from arrest 
and returned to duty.” (8S. O. 59, D, C., July 22.) 

In the case of a soldier recently tried by G. C. M., the 
reviewing authority, Gen. Otis remarks: “The accused 
was convicted on all charges preferred, which were three 
in number, and as follows: First, ‘absence from reveille; 
second, ‘drunkenness at inspection;’ third, ‘dirty at in- 
spection’—the three offenses committed on the same day, 
viz., May 81 last. Seven previous convictions by sum. 
mary courts were referred for consideration, all of 
which had been secured within a period of seventeen 
months and three within the past year—the last nearly 
seven months previous to the date of the present trial; 
and the offenses found by the summary courts consisted 
of four absences from reveille, three from drill or target 
practice, one absence from fatigue, and drunkenness in 
ranks, for which the sum total of punishment awarded 
for all was $10 forfeiture and four days’ confinement. 

“The court having considered the evidence of these 
previous convictions in connection with the charges of 
which it convicted the accused, and having erroneously 
sentenced him to dishonorable discharge with forfeitures, 
and confinement for three months, the case was returned 
to it for reconsideration with explanatory remarks show- 
ing fully wherein its error consisted. The result of this 
action is an adherence by the court ‘to its former sen- 
tence’ because ‘it believes that the punishment author- 
ized on conviction of the three specifications on which 
the accused is now tried, increased by the amount 
authorized for three previous convictions in one year, 
being in excess of what might be awarded by a summary 
court, this case is properly referred to a general court 
for trial, and such being the case, the court should be 
governed by second paragraph, section 1, article IIL.,’ of 
G. O. 16, 1895, from the headquarters of the Army. 

“The belief of the court that the case was properly 
referred to it and the reasons given for its belief are 
correct. The full limit of punishment authorized for the 
offenses charged, increased as permitted for previous 
convictions, would be greater than a summary court 
could award, hence the reference of the case as made; 
but that fact does not warrant the sentence it awarded. 
If the offenses charged (the evidence of previous con- 
victions unconsidered), were such as a summary court 
could take cognizance, for which it could award the full 
legal measure of punishment, then the sentence as in- 
creased by pom convictions must conform to para- 
graph 1 of the section above cited. In this case the au- 
thorized limit of the sentence for the offenses found was 
$13 ‘or a less fine with confinement added), increased by 
a proper punishment, resting in the discretion of the 
court, for being dirty at inspection. The custom of the 
service shows that this latter offense is looked upon as 
a very mild one, for the commission of which a few 
days’ confinement has been usually gven. 

“It must, therefore, be adjudged thag for the offenses 
of which the accused was found guilty, a summar 
court, acting within the executive order of March ‘ 
1895, and the custom of the service, could award the 
full measure of punishment allowable, and such being 
me, case, the sentence awarded »y the court is author- 
ized. 

“Private Speal will be released from confinement and 
restored to duty with his troop.”

wholesale. The defending force was at Algiers when news 
of the raid was brought, and Rear Adml. Fournier, with 
a light division and the mobile defenses, were instructed 
to resist the first shock. But it was in vain. The towns 
were burned, the signal stations destroyed, and the bat- 
tery on Mont-Boron was reduced to ashes. A landing 
party of twenty men, with a section of miners, taking 
with them a light gun, went ashore in two boats to de- 
stroy the signal station of La Garojipe, near Antibes, 
against which tle Sfax had directed a powerful fire. As 
the men reached the top of the hill with their gun and 
ammunition cart, they saw the gates of the signal station 
closed, and the bridge drawn up, while the men within, 
and their wives, poured a destructive fire upon them. 
The gun was brought into action, the miners blew up 
the telegraph posts and prepared to destroy the station, 
when the white flag was hoisted, whereupon the officer 
in command proceeded to search for papers and destroy 
the telegraphic apparatus. It will be seen that in minor 
operations even an attempt was made to bring the maneu- 
vers near to the realities of war. In the concluding 
events, with the two fleets united in an attack upon the 
coast, there were operations at the exposed viaduct of 
Bandol, and Adml. Fournier forced his way into the har- 
bor at Toulon in spite of the defending boats, but in a 
later demonstration of the same kind the attack was re- 
pulsed. In passing a judgment upon the maneuvers 
both in the Mediterranean and the Channel, the ‘Moni- 
teur de la Flotte’ does not attempt to draw tactical les- 
sons, but is content to observe that the operations were 
of great instructional value to all engaged in them. An 
accident on board the Flibustier cost th life of a man, 
the Audacieux was sunk by collision, there were break- 
downs in the Friedland and Coetlogon, and some other 
mishaps occurred, but, on the whole, nothing of a serious 
nature marred the operations.” 


A writer in the “Pall Mall Gazette” gives us the 
following statistics: “At Fontenoy 311 men and 635 
horses were killed, wounded or missing; in the charge of 
the Light Brigade 280 men and 360 horses were lost; the 
German artillery at Wérth lost 185 men and 225 horses; 
at Gravelotte 160 men and 200 horses in the cavalry, and 
950 men and 1,300 horses in the artillery. The proportion 
of horse loss depends very much on the nature of the 
ficht. It is always greater on the beaten side, and very 
rarely is the number of men killed and wounded greater 
than that of the horses. In the British artillery at Wa- 
terloo “there were six times as many horses as men 
killed,” but the writer calculates that for the present 
century “the average would work out at 112 horses to 
100 men” in cavalry and artillery, if the disastrous Aus- 
trian retreat of 1866 were omitted. But it is not easy to 
see why that retreat should be omitted if the past is to be 
a guide to the possibilities of the future. The casualties 
in actual battle are, however, but small as compared with 
the losses from overwork, starvation and disease. Napo- 
leon crossed the Niemen into Russia with 60,000 cavalry, 
and returned in six months with 1,600. In the Crimea 
500 artillery horses were killed by the enemy, but 2,000 
died of want and disease. At the siege of Plevna the 
Russians lost, out of 66,000 draught horses, 22,000 by 
overwork: and of the 5,000 horses that we landed in 
Egypt in 1882 only fifty-three were killed in action, but 
2,500 fell sick and 600 of them had to be destroyed. The 
losses of animals during our American war were equally 
great. When Rosecrans was shut up in Chattanooga, 
12,000 of his mules succumbed to overwork and under- 
feeding. 


A report of the Department of Street Cleaning, New 
York, shows that over $3,000,000 was expended in 1895 
in cleaning 419 miles of street from one to five times 
daily, and carting away over a million and a half loads 
of refuse and material, and clearing off snow and ice. 
This was an average of $22.94 per mile of street swept 





per day. 





It is said the officials of the Navy Department wil] 
impress upon Congress the necessity of paving the road 
lying between the Department building and the White 
House grounds. During the summer months, dust at- 
taches itself to the granite walls of the structure ang 
considerable money will have to be spent upon them j¢ 
it is desired to restore them to their original-color. Ay 
official stated that the cost of fixing up the walls would 
triple that of laying a concrete roadway should the 
matter not be attended to shortly. But why should 
the walls of the great building be cleaned? When Na. 
poleon III. finished the building of the Tuilleries by the 
erection of the Pavilion Eugénie, the new walls were 
brought to the soft tone of the older parts of the struct- 
ure by thoroughly washing them with an emulsion of 
Seine mud applied by a hose. Seine mud is the dust of 
Paris, and we challenge Paris to produce a better toning 
mixture than the Gack of W achington affords! 



















Under our suceeut system of three ‘pears? enlistments, 
the soldier has no retained pay to collect at the end of his 
term. This, judging from the experiences the British 
Army is having with its system of “deferred pay,” seems 
to be, and doubtless will prove itself to be, of advantage 
to the service. “The Regiment” says: “Among all the 
follies and failures of the present system of recruiting, 
none is more glaring than the arrangement by which the 
soldier at the end of the first term is induced to leayé 
the service by a bribe of £21, under the name of deferred 
pay. When free, with their ‘parchment,’ and this sum 
of money they leave the barracks glowing with happi- 
ness, and little thinking of the seven years of their life 
they have left behind. It does not take long to get rid 
of £21, and in a very brief period Tommy finds himself 
‘stone broke.’ The time then comes round to look for 
work, and with a ‘parchment’ character (which few 
civilians understand) he seeks employment, but wherever 
he may go he finds that there are hundreds of others 
on the same errand.” 


Arctic exploration has been lively this year, and the 
real advance made .oward exploration in that difficult 
region is that while in former times expeditions went out 
at intervals of several years, hardly a year passes now 
without some effort to penetrate its mysteries. This year 
Nansen has made an important advance toward the Pole. 
Peary has been heard from in his journey to bring the 
great meteorolite. He passed Turnavik Island, Labra- 
dor, early on July 20 in the steamer Hope, which was 
under steam and sail, ninety hours from Sydney. He 
reported everybody well and prospects hopeful. The only 
failure of the year is Mr. Andree’s abandonment of his 
effort to reach the Pole by balloon. He arrived at Trom- 
soe, Norway, August 24 from Danes Island, Spitzbergen, 
on board the Virgo, having given up for this year his idea 
of crossing the Arctic regions in a balloon because the sea- 
son had become too far advanced to justify an ascension. 


Appointments of candidates for admission to West 
Point are being madé very rapidly by the War Depart- 
ment considering that no further examinations are fo 
be held until March next. The number of vacancies is 
no greater than usual, but Congressmen are evidently 
determined to relieve themselves of the demands made 
by constituents for the appointment of their sons or those 
they may be interested in, by selecting candidates with 
the least possible delay. The War Department authori- 
ties are, of course, desirous that vacancies should be 
filled promptly in order that candidates may have ample 
opportunity to prepare for the entrance examinations 
and the severe course at the Military Academy. One 
young man has applied to be examined in September. 
owing to the fact he will have passed the age limit for 
admission if he is compelled to wait until next March. 
The authorities will probably grant the request, but aside 
from this case no further entrance examinations are to 
held until the regular time next opting. 


Over 100 candidates will report at ‘Annapolis next 
week for the entrance examinations which are held in 
May and September of each year. None of the candi- 
dates are at-large appointments, and no vacancies will 
occur for the President to fill until next year. The Navy 
Department has detailed a Medical Board consisting of 
Med. Inspr. Wise and Surgs. Biddle and Byrnes to pass 
on the physical qualifications of cadets. 


President Cleveland has but one Army case before 
him for action, and it is expected he will dispose of that 
in a few days. This is the case of Capt. Ayres, court 
martialed at Vancouver Barracks, and recommended 
to be dismissed the service. It is the impression at the 
Department, however, that owing to technical defects 
in the proceedings, and their transmission to high author- 
ities, the President will refuse to sustain the report and 
restore Capt. Ayres to duty. 


An Army officer writing from Germany says: “The 
‘Army and Navy Journal’ is a most welcome visitor, and 
much appreciated. What I have thus far seen of the 
military here has not particularly impressed me. In 
some things I do not find them as practicable as we are, 
while in others, as far as show goes, they are, of cours, 
ahead of us, but take them as a whole my impression is 
that as soldiers, man for man, we have much the better 
material, while our men are equally well instructed. 


War has many lessons. The anniversary of the battle 
of Gravelotte moved the German Emperor to say to the 
1st Regiment of Prussian Guards, “I expect absolute 





obedience to the King.” 
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THE RECEPTION OF THE VICEROY. 

The daily papers are making a great fuss over the fact 
that “Earl” Li is not to be received at the White House, 
but at ex-Secretary Whitney’s private residence in New 
York, where the President will go for the purpose. The 
fact is Li will get a good deal more attention from our 
Government than he deserves. The visit of the leading 
statesman of China was welcomed by our authorities as 
un opportunity for showing one of the most important and 
influential men in China the extent of this country, its re- 
sources, its population, and its great power and usefulness 
as a friend and commercial correspondent to any country. 
li has seen the power‘and activity of Europe, and to 
some extent, however limited, he must have been forced 
to compare the restricted product of hand labor in China 
with the activity of nations much smaller in numbers, 
but supported by railroads and steam power. The lesson 
is an important one and in facilitating his study of it the 
various nations have disregarded selfish considerations 
which would perhaps point to the present inefficiency 
of China as the most profitable condition for them and 
have shown Li the way to China’s greatest good. 

This country was prepared to act a similar part, but 
to the astonishment of all concerned it turned out that 
Li had no intention of visiting our country, He merely 
makes a call on the President and then travels off to 
Canada dnd continues his way this continent 
through the country of an English dependency. No 
wonder our Government takes umbrage at this stupid 
gaucherie. It is said that our officials were willing to 
send the envoy across the country in a special train, 
which would have been eminently proper as a means of 
correcting the Earl’s blunder, but that the project failed. 
There are undoubted signs that our authorities are not 
disposed to make too much of Li’s visit, and the course 
they take is the right one. His perceptions are more 
likely to be opened by a snub than by flattery. 

The source of his blunder is in the comparatively in- 
ferior position which the United States holds in the 
Chinese mind. The English have whipped the Chinese 
so often and domineered them so constantly that they 
have a great respect for that people. The result of the 
war of 1870 was to give them an immense impression o1 
Germany as a military power, and the astute diplomacy 
of Russia compels their respectful attention always. 
The United States, with conquest and no 
especial desire to make a big impression by a parade of 
its power, but standing alone among the great powers 
as the unselfish friend of China, gets no consideration 
from her. They are profoundly ignorant of this country, 
and it is quite probable that Li supposed he was going 
home by the only route available over this continent. 
Our diplomatic representatives in China are seriously at

fault in that they did not discover and correct this 
blunder in the Viceroy’s itinerary. This is the more 
remarkable as two of the Viceroy’s secretaries are 


Americans, but long residence in China seems to dena- 
tionalize some characters. 


Little, Brown & Co., of Boston, have published a 
revised and enlarged edition of “Military Law and 
Precedents,” by William Winthrop, Colonel, U. 8. A., au- 
thor of the “Annotated Digest of Opinions, of the Judge 
Advocate General.” It is published in two octavo vol- 
umes bound in law sheep, and is dedicated to “Honorable 
Martin F. Morris, Associate Justice of the Court of 
Appeals, of the District of Columbia, as a tribute to 
his eminence as a lawyer and a judge, and as the expres- 
sion of the author’s attachment and admiration.” The 
first edition of this work appeared in 1886. The neces- 
sity for the revision is shown by the author’s statement 
that during the past ten years, “the scope of our military 
law has been enlarged, and its procedure modified by 
new legislation of Congress; notable adjudications illus- 


trating military questions, have been made by the civil 
courts, and opinions given by the law officers; important 
military trials have been held; the Army Regulations 
have been recodified; and the discretion of courts martial, 
in the imposition of punishment, in cases of enlisted men, 
has been defined and restricted by statutory authority.” 
The necessity of the work is apparent, and the compe- 
tency of its author to prepare it is shown by his previous 
works, and by his thorough study of this department of 
law. It is the latest and most complete treatise on the 
subject of military law. The various subjects discussed 
are well arranged in chapters, and are divided into para- 
graphs with side heads in bold type, making easy refer- 
ence possible. There is a full index, and in the appendix 
we have some interesting historical papers, showing the 
progress of military law to its present completeness. We 
have the Ordinance of Richard I., of 1190; Articles of 
War of Richard II., of 1385, and of Gustavus Adolphus, 
of 1621; Extracts of the English Military Discipline of 
James II., 1686; Articles of War of James II., 1688; the 
First British Mutiny Act, of 1689; the British Articles 
of War in force at the beginning of our Revolutionary 
War; the Massachusetts Articles of War; the American 
Articles of War of 1775, 1776, 1786, 1806, 1874; and the 
Amendments of 1890, 1892, 1895; also the Act of the 
Confederate States Congress of Oct. 9, 1862, estabiishing 
military courts, with amendments. The primitive ordi- 
nance of 1190 was issued to prevent disputes between the 
soldier and the sailor in their voyage to the Holy Land. 
It provided that whoever slew a man on shipboard 
should be bound to the corpse and thrown into the sea. 
If on land, he was to be buried in the earth. Drawing 
a knife with felonious intent, or striking so as to draw 
blood, involved the loss of a hand. If the blow was given 
with the hand without shedding blood the culprit was 
plunged into the sea three times. An ounce of silver 
paid to the victim atoned for the use of disgraceful lan- 
guage or abuse. Theft was punished by cutting the hair 
close to the head, tar and feathering the head, and put- 
ting the offender ashore at the frst landing place. Kx- 
cept, perhaps, the maiming, these punishments would not 
be considered excessive, judged by the standards of our

Macmillan & Co. publish at the price of $1.50 a volume 
a series of Royal Navy Handbooks, edited by Comdr. 
C. N. Robinson, R. N. The volume on “Naval Adminis- 
tration,” by Sir Vesey Hamilton, G. C. B., we have 
before referred to. The other two volumes thus far 
issued are entitled “Mechanism oc Men-of-War,” by a 
retired fleet engineer, R. C. Oldknow, and ‘Torpedo 
and Torpedo Vessels,” by Lieut. G. E. Armstrang, late 
Royal Navy. Mr. Oldknow entertains the most opti- 
mistic opinions of his country’s Navy. England has, he 
thinks the strongest, the fastest, the best manned, and 
the best machine Navy in the whole world. We fear 
that Mr. Oldknow is a little disposed to be carried away 
by the admiration for bigness which is supposed to be a 
peculiarly American trait. His work is not intended 
to be technical, and it furnishes the average readers 
with a large amount of interesting information compiled 
from current publications, the chief of these being the 
publications of the American Intelligence Department, to 
which Englishmen look when they want information 
concerning their Navy they cannot obtain at home. Mr. 
Oldknow, in his historical chapter, conveys the impres- 
sion that England prompt to acknowledge the 
advantages of steam and the screw propeller. This is 
far from being the case, especially with reference to the 
screw, England did not adopt it in her Navy until after 
it was introduced into our Princeton, and then only after 
a bitter and prolonged struggle against ridicule and prej- 
udice. We are told that the use of triple-expansion in 
the British Navy, if not quite, perhaps, universally ap- 
proved has become universal. No ship, whatever its 
size, is now fitted with any other variety. Mr. Oldknow 
is inclined to favor induced draft, in place of forced 
draft. While not prepared to commit himself unreserv- 
edly in its favor, he is, “nevertheless of opinion that such 
engineers as Messrs. Penn are not likely to have made a 
mistake, and that their adoption of the system would 
probably make its fortune.” Among those to whom he 
returns his compliments in the preface is our Naval At- 
taché in England, Lieut. Comdr. Cowles, U. 8. N., 
through whom he obtained permission of the United 
States Government to quote as he pleased from their 
invaluable ‘Naval Progress.’” Lieut. Armstrong’s work 
on “Torpedo and Torpedo Vessels,” is also intended for 
the general reader, and deals with elementary informa- 
tion. Its author reasons that a nation that owes its 
efficiency to its Navy, should be well instructed concern- 
ing the use made by the Navy of one of its most import- 
ant weapons of war. An interesting part of the work 
is a comparison of the relative value of different s, stems 
of torpedoes. The author is not prepared to say which 
is the better, the Sims-Edison or the Brennan. He 
leaves that question to be decided by a series of exhaust- 
ive comparative trials. Adml. Colomb thinks that if a 
torpedo does not have remarkable effect shortly it will 
not alter the conditions of the naval strategy; if it does 
make a great change, conditions of strategy will accom- 
modate themselves to the new weapon and remain just 
as they were before. ‘

Ist Lieut. Car! Reichmann, 9th Inf., has transiated 
and Hudson-Kimberly Publishing Company, Kansas 
City, Mo., have published ‘Tactical Studies on the Bat- 
tles Around Pleyna,” by Thilo von Trotha, Captain of 
the Grenadier Regiment Frederick William IV. This 
work is a careful tactical study, which in Germany has 


been long and favorably known, though presented in Dng- 
lish for the first time. In a brief note to the volume 
Capt. Arthur L. Wagner very properly takes the author 
to task for speaking of “field entrenchments on a grand 
scale” as an outgrowth of the Turko-Russian War, due 
to the introduction of new systems of rifles of surpassing 
rapidity of fire and range up to the repeater, Capt, 
Wagner says: ‘‘It is surprising that a military writer of 
von Trotha’s attainments should speak of “field en- 
trenchments on a grand scale” as an outgrowth of the 
Turko-Russian War. Had he given even the most super- 
ficial study to the War of Secession, he would have 
known that the great armies engaged in that contest 
made a more extended use of field entrenchments than 
was made by the Turks more than twelve years later. 
The battles of Kenesaw Mountain, and, indeed, the en- 
tire campaign from Chattanooga to Atlanta; the battles 
of The Wilderness and Spottsylvania, and the long strug- 
gle at Petersburg, might be studied with profit by von 
Trotha, Clery and other European critics, who labor un- 
der the delusion that ‘field entrenchments on a grand 
scale’ were practically unknown until the Turkg brought 
them to the attention of the military world. oreover, 
the American War produced a breechloader which was 
superior in range, accuracy and rapidity of fire to the 
Prussian ‘needle-gun’ of 1866, and which was largely 
used by the Union troops, especially the cavalry, in the 
last year of the war.” 


It is proposed to hold in 1897 throughout all of the 
Portuguese territory a national jubilee in commemora- 
tion of the fourth centenuary of the departure of Vasco 
da Gama from India. Exhibitions will be held in Lisbon, 
and the governments of the maritime nations will be 
invited to send their Naval forces to represent them 
in a great gathering of war vessels, to be held in the 
Tagus in the month of July, 1897. ‘There will be an 
international regatta, an international rifle competition, 
and a bicycle competition. Scientific congresses and eon- 
ferences will be held; the memoirs, monographs, and 
other literary and scientific work will be prepared for 
elucidating various subjects, including the history of 
Portuguese Naval arts, and the study of the most import- 
ant problems and questions of nautical sciences, A 
great planisphere will be exhibited, showing the discov- 
eries and principal journeys by land and sea made by the 
Portuguese. The 8th, 9th and 10th of July will be the 
national holidays, and at dawn on the 8th all Portu- 
guese fortresses and vessels of war will hoist the Portu- 
guese flag, and salute it with one hundred guns. Bells 
in the churches will be rung, fireworks sent off, bands 
will play, and places of public worship will be open. 
There will be illuminations, fairs, processions, dances, 
popular games and songs. The programme is a very 
extensive one, and it would appear to include everything 
that the ingenuity of the Portuguese mind can suggest 
in the way of jubilation. A decree of the 15th of May, 
1804, provides for a committee to conduct the celebration, 
and directs all public authorities of departments to ren- 
der the committee all possible assistance and co-opera- 
tion. 


Aug. 1 was the 98th anniversary of the battle of the 
Nile, where eleven out of thirteen French ships of the 
line were taken or destroyed by Nelson, and two out of 
four frigates. Shortly after his arrival in Egypt, the 
approach of Nelson's fleet being announced to him, Na- 
poleon exclaimed: “Fortune, wilt thou abandon me?” 
“What! I ask but five days.” And he is reported to have 
subsequently said, “In five days I was master of Egypt. 
It was only when Fortune perceived that all her favors 
were useless that she abandoned our fleet to its destiny.” 
“Brueys,”’ said Napoleon, “was a man of unquestionable 
talent;’ but he wanted that decisive resolution that en- 
ables a man to seize an opportunity on the instant, which 
I can see to be theemost essential quality in a General 
or Admiral. Probably from want of experience he had 
not that confidence in his own ability, and the correct- 
ness of his plans, which hardly anything else can im- 
part.” 


It is a curious fact that in the early days of Tennessee, 
when it was known as “Frenklin,” otter skins were 
made by law a legal tender. Even this money was exten- 
sively counterfeited. In Western Pennsylvania, in 1791, 
whisky was the circulating medium. It was not until 
1794 that the United States established a mint and began 
coining specie. It then found it impossible to keep 
products of the mint in circulation. The country was 
full of light weight foreign coins, and these crowded 
out the honest American money; the bright new coins 
being of superior value were hoarded up or went abroad. 
Every man gave to his neighbor the worst money he 
had. The Government was trying, as Mr. McMaster 
shows, “to do what no power had ever yet succeeded in 
doing—it was trying to put into circulation side by side, 
a sound and an unsound currency.” 


An English journal, ““The Church Family Newspaper,” 
in an article on “The American Church and Sailors,” 
proposes that the Episcopal Church of the United States 
should form a general society for the purpose of supply- 
ing church ministrations to the shipping frequenting 
the prinicpal harbors of the two Western continents. 
New York is the largest port in the world for British 
crews outside of British dominions, which explains our 
British contemporary’s interest in the matter. The 
“Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New York,” has for more 
than a generation kept three clergymen with their respec- 
tive staffs on the shores of our great harbor. But their 
work does not reach deep water seamen, and it is for 
this class that it is proposed to provide. 
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RECENT ARMY CHANGES, 


With seven disability retirements, and one retirement 
on account of age (Capt. De Rudio), and one dismissal 
(Capt. Jamar), which occurred during the present week, 
the line of the Army has received quite a decided ad- 
vance. The impetus given to promotions will undoubtedly 
be most gratifying to the officers directly concerned and 
will stimulate the candidates from the ranks who are 
soon to appear before the Fort Leavenworth board to 
undergo the final examination for the position of 2d Lieu- 
tenant. While there must be many more casualties be- 
fore any of the non-commissioned officers slated for this 
examination can reasonably expect to obtain commissions, 
the fact that nine officers have been summarily swept 
from the path of advancement encourages the young men 
to hope that the long list of additional 2d Lieutenants 
which now stands between them and commissions may 
be reduced to nothing before the time comes for providing 
ylaces for next year’s class of West Point graduates. 
Ve are assured that no opportunity for providing vacan- 
cies for candidates from the ranks will be lost by the 
War Department. The Secretary of War is said to have 
before him another list of officers whose physical condi- 
tion has been reported upon by medical officers. It is, 
therefore, not unlikely that a number of officers will soon 
be orderef before retiring boards. There being twenty- 
four vacancies on the limited ret ring list, the Department 
is now experiencing the novelty of trying to find officers 
to fill them. Formerly the Department’s chief embar- 
rassment was in trying to decide which of the many dis- 
abled officers should be selected for the few vacancies 
existing. The officers who were placed on the disability 
retired list during the week are those who were found 
incapacitated by the retiring board convened in Chicago. 
They are Maj. A. W. Keys, 3d Cav.; Ist Lieut. R. B. 
Watkins, 9th Cav.; Maj. J. G. Turnbull; Ist Art.; Lieut.

A London correspondent writes: “Lord Armstrohg 
has at present more Japanese orders in hand than even 
his vast works can accommodate, and so has had to 
place a lot of them outside with other Northern firms. 
A partner in one of these firms tells me a_ particular 
which, I imagine, was not known before—namely, that 
Armstrong has taken the job of building and entirely 
equipping a big naval yard and dock in Japan, where 
ships can be not only built, but armored, engined, and 
completely fitted by the Japanese themselves.” 


The British Government has been releasing some of 
the “dynamite” convicts who have been in prison for 
thirteen years, and the consequence is a revelation of 
murderous cruelties in the conduct of British prisons 
wh'ch should be taken into account by our authorities 
whenever cases involving Americans accused in England 
are under discussion. Three men, Daly, Featherstone 
and Whitehead have been released, and the last named 
has escaped from the home of his relations where he went 
after liberation and is thought to be afflicted with 
insanity, the result of the sufferings while in jail. An- 
other, Gallagher, convict, is so evidently insane that the 
British authorities refuse to send him away in the care 
of only one physician, and require the attendance of a 
second! Such harshness to life convicts is nothing short 

The New York “Sun” says: “The activity lately shown 
by the Madrid Government in procuring large warships 
seems rather significant. That Spain should have great- 
ly augmented, by purchase and by contracts for building, 
her fleet of small gunboats would not be surprising. 
Such craft are useful in patrol duty around Cuba, where 
numbers rather than great gun power are needed for 
keeping a watch against the landing of arms and men to 
nid the insurgents. But the case is otherwise with the 
large war vessels which the kingdom is now purchasing, 
because they are not needed for police work, and are 
very expensive to be employed in it. In addition to the 
two Genoa cruisers, whose intended purchase has been 
for the moment interrupted, Spain is now said to have 
ordered from the Thomsons, of Clydebank, two vessels 
of the Niohe type. The Niobe is not a battle ship, but a 
very large protected cruiser displacing 11,000) tons, 
whereas our Columbia displaces only 7.375, and her main 
hattery consists of no fewer than sixteen 6-inch guns. 
Spain is sorely pressed for the means of maintaining her 
great armies in the field: if, nevertheless, she incurs at 
this time the expense of huge new warships, although 
the Cuban-insurgents have no navy, what contingency 
is it that she can have in mind?” 


ENCOURAGE THE GUNNERS.

Sir.—Please allow me to say a word in regard to the 
enlisted men who successfully pass the examination for 
gunners. I think these men who study so faithfully to 
pass an honorable examination should be rewarded in 
some way more than they are. What encouragement 
is there in. being a first-class gunner and never be al- 
lowed to fire a shot from the gun whose service, sights 
and charts you have studied so hard to learn? The only 
reward the gunner has is wearing the little silver pin, 
and that is not his own, for if he oe unfortunate enough 
to lose it, he has to pay for it. Is it any wonder, then, 
that the men fail to pass an examination*when there is 
nothing at all to be gained by passing it? Give the first- 
class gunner a small silver pin, or some other slight 
token to be his own, to show that his perseverance and 
knowledge are appreciated, and he will be proud of. it, 
and ety himself worthy of the favor shown him, Let 
him have a few practice shots to prove to himself what 
he can do, for in time of danger much might depend on 
the coolness and knowledge of the enlisted man. 

ARTILLERY PRIVATE. 
THE BROOKLYN’S TRIAL TRIP. 

The experts who predicted that our new armored 
cruiser Brooklyn would make 22 knots have been more 
than justified. As she made her run on the 27th there 
are no official figures yet, but the speed as reckoned by 
observers on board was 21 92-100 knots per hour for the 
run of 83 knots. She maintained an average of 22 9-10 
knots during the run back between the third and fourth 
buoys, a distance of about seven knots, and between the 
first and second buoys on the return, the average of 
22 48-100. In her run of 83 knots she had a boiler press- 
ure of 160 pounds, and an average of 138 revolutions a 
minute, with a maximum of 140 revolutions. The run 
outward, 41.5 knots was made at 21.71 knots, and the 
return at 22.13 knots. In the preliminary or practice 
trial the day before her speed was about 20.97 knots. 





REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

Two new launches, the Scout and Guard, have recently 
heen placed in service on Puget Sound, commanded by 
Lieuts. Carden and West respectively. The work of 
these vessels has been placed under the supervision of 
Capt. D. F. Tozier, Headquarters at Port Townsend. 
They will be employed in the enforcement of the cus- 
toms and immigration laws on the border between the 
British and American possessions. The Behring Sea 
fleet will disband at Unalaska on or about Sept. 15. The 
Grant and Bear will go to Puget Sound, the Corwin to 
San Diego, the Rush to San Francisco, the Wolcott to 
Sitka, Alaska, and the Perry to Astoria, Ore. 2d Lieut. 
Van Boskerck has beeen assigned to temporary duty on 
the Manhattan at New -York. 


It was natural that an old soldier like Maj. MclKin- 
ley should have something in his letter of acceptance 
that was the outgrowth of old Army associations and 
the elevated patriotism that grew out of the war, and 
this is what he says: “The soldiers and sailors of the 
Union should neither be neglected nor forgotten, The 
Government which they served so well must not make 
their lives or condition harder by treating them as sup- 
pliants for relief in old age or distress, nor regard with 
disdain gor contempt the earnest interest one_comrade 
naturally manifests in the welfare of another. Doubtless 
there have been pension abuses and frauds in the numer- 
ous claims allowed by the Government, but the policy 
governing the administration of the Pension Bureau must 
always be fair and liberal. No deserving applicant 
should ever suffer because of a wrong perpetrated by or 
for another. Our soldiers and sailors gave the Govern- 
ment the best they had. They freely offered health, 
strength, limb and life to save the country in the time otf 
its greatest peril, and the Government must honor them 
in their need as in their service with the respect and 
gratitude due to brave, noble and self-sacrificang men, 
who are justly entitled to generous aid in their increas- 
ing necessities. The declaration of the Republican plat- 
form in favor of the upbuilding of our merchant marine 
has my hearty approval. The policy of discriminating 
duties in favor of our shipping, which prevailed in the 
early years of our history should be again promptly 
adopted by Congress and vigorously supported until our 
prestige and supremacy on the seas is fully attained. 
We should no longer contribute directly or indirectly to 
the maintenance of the colossal marine of foreign coun- 
tries, but provide an eflicient and complete marine of our 
own. Now that the American Navy is assuming a posi- 
tion commensurate with our importance as a nation, 
policy 1 am glad to observe the Republican platform 
strongly indorses, we must supplement it with a mer- 
chant marine that will give us the advantages in both 
our coastwise and foreign trade that we ought naturally 
and properly enjoy. It should be at once a matter of 
publie policy and national pride to repossess this immense 
und prosperous trade.” 

Bids were opened at the Orduance Bureau of the Army 
Aug. 27 for supplying 6,000 shrapnel for 3.2-inch field 
pieces, and 1,000 shrapnel for 3.6 field pieces and mortars, 
there being three bids submitted and the prices ranging 
very widely. The bidders were the United States Pro- 
jectile Company, of Brooklyn, who offered to furnish the 
lot of 6,000 shrapnel at $3.90 each and the 1,000 at $4.50 
each, with a stipulation that the first 100 would be de- 
livered 60 days after contract was made and 400 or more 
a week afterward. Another bidder was the West Point 
Foundry Company, which agreed to furnish the lot of 
6,000 for $5.16 each, and the 1,000 at $6.84 each. The 
third bidder was the American Ordnance Company, of 
Washington City, whose bids were $3.36 each for the lot 
of 6,000 shrapnel and $4.38 for the lot of 1,000. The lat- 
ter company having been the lowest bidders for both lots 
will probably receive the full contract from the Depart- 
ment. Gen. Ordway, who represented this company, 
was at the War Department when the bids were opened, 
and seemed highly pleased at the success_of his bids. 
No award will be made until some time next week when 
the proposals will have been carefully considered by the 
Bureau. 


A successful test occurred at Indian Head on Tuesday, 
Aug. 25, of a return spring gun carriage devised by the 
Naval Ordnance Bureau. This carriage is intended to do 
away altogether with the use of hydraulics in any form 
in connection with the mounts of heavy guns. The hy- 
dranlie recoil cylinders which have heretofore been an 
essential feature of naval gun mounts are replaced by 
powerful springs for arresting the recoil and returning 
the gun to battery, while the loading and training of the 
gun are done by electrical power. The test was made 
with a 12-inch gun, and it was demonstrated that a gun 
of this size can be handled by one man. Five shots were 
fired, demonstrating the entire success of the mount. 
and it may be adopted for future mounts for guns of all 
calibers, but will not be substituted for the hydraulic 
mounts now in use in the Navy. he new mount will

VAR:OUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Quite a number of ships on the North Atlantic station 
may have new commanders early this autumn if the 
Department pursues its usual custom of allowing officers 
of command rank to serve a required period and then 
detaching them for other duty. For a number-of years, 
owing to the comparatively few vessels in active service 
officers of the rank of Captain have seldom secured more 
than two or three years’ duty in command of vessels, 
while Commanders have frequently been limited to one 
cruise of two and a half or three years duration. When 
it is considered that under the present order of promo 
tion an ofticer must spend a good many years in the 
grades of Commander and Captain it seems as if twe 
or even three years of this period in command of a ship 
on active duty is comparatively little, but until the Navy 
is increased, and the fleets very greatly augmented, it is 
scarcely possible that the length of service of the higher 
grade of officers can be materially lengthened. 

The report of the board which investigated the injuries 
sustained by the torpedo boat Ericsson during the recent 
dry dock accident at the New York Navy Yard, fixed the 
cost of repairs at $6,000, the same estimate made by 
Commo. Sicard when he submitted his first report of the 
mishap. The Navy Department has already ordered that 
the work of repairs commence. 

The U. 8S. practice-ship Monongahela, Comdr. White, 
which was met on Aug. 22 in Chesapeake Bay by the 
cruiser Bancroft, Lieut. Comdr. Tilley, encountered con 
tinual rains in the sea voyage, but no rough weather or 
storms of any magnitude. The Monongahela was to 
reach the Naval Academy about Aug. 28 in tow of the 
steamer Standish. Cadet James H. Tomb, third class, 
of Missouri, who has been suffering from peritonitis, was 
left at the English hospital in Madeira. He returned 








home via London. It is thought that Cadet William G.

to attend its sessions; and the relations between military 
operations by land and by sea will become so much better 
understood by our officers that cordial and intelligent co- 
operation will in future replace the jealous or stupid 
cross-purposes of the past. Certain seemingly irrecon- 
cilable details of administration loom up, but we believe 
that these would disappear by a natural evolution which 
would make the United States War College the greatest 
institution for the study of the art of war on the face of 
the earth, and an almost irresistible factor of success 
when our country is compelled to resort to the force 
of arms, 


Mr. Cecil J. Rhodes, the autocrat of South Africa, was 
born in Hertfordshire, England, on July 5, 1853. He 
went to © ape Colony some twenty-three years or more 
ago, when a sickly student at Oxford, with a case of in- 
cipient consumption.The climate and an out-of-doer life 
restored his health and gave ain the pepe od vigorous 
constitution he now possesses. He joined his brother on a 
farm; but soon afterward the discovery of the diamond 
fields in the Kimberley neighborhood appealed to his ad- 
venturgus instincts, and he went with the rush. He had 
a few pounds to invest in diggings and in shares of stock, 
and he operated prudently and shrewdly. In four years 
he had amassed a fortune estimated at not less than 
£1,000,000; and he was not yet twenty-five years old. 
Though determined to find his career in South Africa, he 
took the time to go back to his studies at Oxford and to 
win his degree. hen he returned to the Kimberley dia- 
mond region, and in a few years had succeeded in bring- 
ing all the mines Onder the control of one gigantic cor- 
poration, with himself at the head of it, practically con- 
trolling the world’s output of diamonds. Thus he had be- 
come a millionaire many times over. From the Kimber- 
ley district he was elected to the Cape Colony Partia- 
ment, where he became at once a man of marked influ- 
ence, serving in several cabinets and at length becoming 
l’rime Minister of the colony. 





“The Army and Navy Gazette” says “The question 
of the supreme command in war time is troubling the 
minds of Frenchmen. In a republic composed of some- 
what volatile elements, ready to be swayed by passion 
and to be led by the enthusiam or eloquence of incompe- 
tent patriots or more adventurers, this question will al- 
ways rise. Gen. Billot, than whom France has probably no 
higher authority, is not content with the present system. 
In the exposé des motifs with which he introduces his 
proposals, he affirms that the most efficient military 
organization runs the risk of being made powerless unless 
there be created a grade above that of General of Divis- 
ion. The letter of service, which invests with command, 
is but of temporary character, and enpeceasy the Minis- 
ter fears that it might not always pected. The 
proposal, however, to create a rank of General of Armies 
meets with considerable opposition. The “Temps’ gener- 
ally st.pports the Minister, but other journals, includin 
some of our military contemporaries, argue that, thoug 
it is necessary to have commanders of armies in view for 
the event of hostilities, it would be bad icy to appoint 
them beforehand to a grade which would virtually give 
them the right to command. Who shall say, asks 
the ‘Progrés,’ that they will retain the powers wi "which 
they are credited? example of Napoleon’s marshals 
is quoted in opposition to the proposal. The letter of 
service, it is pointed out, has the great advantage of 
leaving initiative ccen to the Minister. He can select 

his Generals for the command of Armies, and our eon- 
temporary argues that even if the supreme grade were 
created, it would be well not to confer it until the out- 
avons of war indicated the men by whom the rank should 

rne. 
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THE STATE TROOPS. 


CONNECTICUT. 


The most successful encampment of the Connecticut 
National Guard ever held was brought to a close on Aug. 
22, after a week of cool and bracing weather, which had 
a markedly beneficial effect on the health of the brigade. 

The troops were mobilized at the State Camp on Mon- 
day morning, Aug. 17, with unprecedented rapidity, all 
arriving and detraining within a few minutes of each 
other, the last organization to arrive reporting at 10:05 
A. M. The attendance of the brigade, comprising the 
Ist, 2d 3d and 4th Regiments of Infantry, one Separate 
Company (colored), Battery A, light artillery; Machine 
Gun Battery and Brigade Signal Corps, averaged about 
2,650 men, with about 100 absent. Only one commis- 
sioned officer was absent, the Captain of the separate 
company. The brigade is now uniformed exactly like 
the regular Army, except for the State buttons, and is 
newly equipped with dark blue web belts and dark 
brown leggings, which give the troops a neat and busi- 
nesslike appearance. 

Dress uniforms were only worn once during the week, 
on the occasion of the review by Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
commanding the Army. The battalion and regimental 
drills throughout the week were excellent and showed 
marked improvement over those of previous years. The 
drills of the lst Regt. were particularly good, every com- 
mand being given and every movement executed, so far 
as observed, in exact accordance with the regulations. 
The drills of the 2d and 3d Regts. were also very good 
indeed. The 4th Regt. was not so well advanced. The 
guard duty of the brigade was, as usual, excellent, a 
sentinel who could not challenge properly and repeat his 
general orders from beginning to end being a rarity. 
Capt. John Milton Thompson, 24th U. 8S. Inf., on duty 
with the State, was detailed as instructor in guard duty, 
and was recognized by all guards with the honors due 
the field otticer of the day. 

The policing and dressing of quarters were nearly per- 
fect, several regiments getting a mark of 100 per cent. a 
number of days. Gen. Haven caused the policing of the 
camp to be inspected at 11 A. M. Saturday, after the 
baggage had been packed, and it was found as good as 
at any time during the week. No rubbish, bottles or re- 
fuse were left on the grounds. The military courtesy of 
the brigade, always good, was better than ever before, 
hardly a man being seen with his blouse unbuttoned or 
failing to salute. The requirement of passes for the ad- 
mission of civilians to the camp had a very beneficial 
effect on the discipline of the troops. The visitors were 
comparatively few, notwithstanding the ease with which 
passes could be obtained, and the bummers and loafers 
were entirely absent. No carriages were allowed on the 
grounds, and no peddling of anything whatsoever al- 
lowed, 

The books of the vrigade were inspected by Maj. 
Francis G. Beach, Brigade Inspector, and found to be 
in excellent condition. The Separate Co. failed to pre- 
sent its books for inspection. This company, the only 
remaining colored company in the State, is in a pre- 
carious condition, and for the good of the service it 
should speedily follow its late prototype, the 2d Sep- 
arate Co., into innocuous desuetude. 

The work of the detail at the water battery was ex- 
cellent. Maj. Geo. %. Albee, Inspector of Small Arms 
Practice and Ordnance Officer, had charge of the bat- 
tery. Sergt. Beasley, Battery K, 4th Art., Fort Trum- 
bull, was detailed for duty at the battery in camp dur- 
ing the week, ‘The Brigade Signal Corps performed 
several days’ field duty the first part of the week, the 
idea of which was to establish a heliograph line be- 
tween camp and the two principal cities of the State, 
tlartford and New Haven, for the purpose of acquaint- 
ing the, corps with the topography and dominant points of 
the State, and of habituating them to working under 
the actual conditions of field’ service with the least 
amount of unnecessary fatigue exposure and confusion. 
The line was ninety-one and vne-half miles long, with 
four intermediate and three terminal stations. The 
average elevation of the stations was S800 feet. The 
details marched on to the stations Monday morning on 
their military bicycles, carrying luggage cases, blankets, 
pouches, shelter tents, rations for two days, heliographs, 
tlag kits, "maps, compasses, etc. 

In reaching its station the fourth section marched 
from Bridgeport to Niantic, a distance of seventy-one 
miles, arriving twenty-seven hours after starting. Four 
messages of about twenty-five words each were sent over 
the entire length of the line. The squads broke up sta- 
tions at noon on Tuesday, and all but one arrived at 
camp before 10 P. M. that night. The first section got 
caught in a storm thirty miles from camp at 5 P. M., 
and went into camp under shelter tents, arriving at the 
State Camp at 9:30 A. M. the next day. All of the 
men came into camp well and in goéd physical condi- 
tion, some of them having camped out four nights and 
having ridden 110 miles, beside being on duty twelve 
hours each day without relief. The average rate of 
march on the bicycles was six miles an hour. 

The event of the week was the reception of Maj. Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles on Friday. The 1st and 2d Regts., un- 
der command of Col. Chas. L. Burdett, Ist Regt., were 
sent to the station by Gen. Haven to escort Gen. Miles 
into camp. The troops wore campaign hats, undress 
uniform and leggins. Capt. Chas. P. Carter, Gen. 
Haven’s aide, met Gen. Miles at the station and informed 
him that the escort awaited him. As the commander of 
the Army entered the camp a salute was fired by Bat- 
tery A, and the remainder of the brigade was drawn up 
in line. As soon as the brigade was dismissed Cen. 
Haven and staff paid their respects to Gen. Miles. At 


3 PP. M. Gen. Miles, in ful: uniform, appeared with the 
Governor and staff to take the review tendered him, 
which was a splendid ceremony. The brigade was 


formed in line of masses, and turned over in exactly 
twelve minutes from the first Adjutant’s call. The 
passage in review was with perfect intervals and align- 
ments, and was as good a ceremony as Connecticut's 
magnificent brigaue has ever given. The troops, tanned 
and hardened by their training, marched like veterans. 
The success of the encampment and the present condi- 
tion of the brigade is largely due to the experienced 
brigade commander and his efficient staff, who thor- 
oughly know their business and are faithful and tireless 
in their performance of it. Capt. J. S. Pettit, Ist U. 8S. 
Inf., was detailed by the War Department to inspect 
the camp, and was present throughout the week. 

The encampment was called Camp Graham, after the 
Adjutant General. Gov. Coffin, who has always shown 
such a sincere interest in the soldiers, was present all 
the week with his full staff, the members of which were 
accompanied by their wives and families, for whom 
special tent accommodation was provided. This was an 
innovation which aroused more or less criticism, as it 
cost the State some $1,200 in pay alone. Still, the pres- 
tige may have been wholesome. The thoroughness with 


which the Quartermaster General’s department does its 
work each year is most commendable. 

The sogents® changes soon to be made in extended 
order drill may have been the reason why that drill was 
neglected in some of the regiments. But the Ist, 2d and 
3d executed the other maneuvers as easily by regiment 
as by battalion. The 4th was somewhat weak in this 
particular. The brigade formations were excellent. One 
of the prettiest sights of the week was when Gen. Miles 
was received. The Ist and 2d, as a provisional brigade, 
under command of the senior Colonel, Burdett, of the 
lst, as they marched upon.the grounds as escort, 
formed in line of masses in front of brigade headquarters. 
Behind them were drawn up the other two regiments in 
line. Regimental parades were marked by considerable 
variety. Dress uniforms were worn throughout the 
week; only on Friday afternoon, Governor’s Day, some 
officers seemed to have forgotten just how to arrange 
their “fancy toggery,” belts being askew and swords 
out of place in some instances. It was also noticeable 
that for the review in the presence of Gen. Miles the 
regulation uniform was strictly adhered to, but when 
this was followed by regimental parades the “show” in- 
stinct got the upper hands, and white trousers were sub- 
stituted for the blue. In the Ist, mounted officers wore 
black leggins with the white trousers. The brigade of- 
ficers always wore their top boots with full dress, an ex- 
suele which was followed later by the officers of the 

t 


Of late years discipline has been strictly enforced in 
the Connecticut camp, with the result that there were 
few cases this year where it was necessary to inflict pun- 
ishment. In one flagrant case, the sentence of the field 
officers’ court included drumming out of camp, but that 
penalty was revoked at brigade headquarters, though 
the heinousness of the offense surely warranted it. In 
another case a sentinel under the influence of liquor 
while on post, escaped with a reprimand, because of pre- 
vious good record. The reprimand was not administered 
publicly. A regular Army sergeant from Fort Trum- 
bull, who got intoxicated and insolent, slept in the guard 
house over night, ‘and was then turned over to Maj. 
Calef at the fort. The hospital department was well man- 
aged and the commissary department showed great im- 
provement. New Sibley tents have beea provided for 
guard quarters. Sentry boxes are needed next. 

Brig. Gen. George Haven was commanding officer. By 
seniority, the Colonels were: Russell Frost, 4th; C. L: 
Burdett, Ist; A. C. Tyler, 3d; L. T. Burpee. 2d. Capt. 
B. S. Horne commanded Battery A.

merits alone will give them. The Navy as a body seems 
to hold to the idea that Naval Militia officers will want 
to go into service in time of war with the rank they now 
hold in the Naval Militia. This view is alike fatal to 
both organizations, as affecting their muéual relations. 
As a matter of fact, the rank given in the Naval Militia 
is a State affair, and in no way concerns the Navy. A man 
may be a most excellent Naval Militia commander with- 
out necessarily being fit to command a man-of-war. In 
time of war the demand for officers and men will be such 
that the actual supply from all sources will be so entirely 
inadequate that no officer holding a commission in the 
Navy need fear that his particular talents will be dis- 
counted in favor of Naval Militia officers of less experi- 
ence. A necessary step in this question will be fur- 
nished with the enactment of laws establishing a true 
reserve of officers and men for the Navy.” 

Very little has been done this year by the four Boston 
divisions of Naval Militia in the way of rifle practice, 
due to the lack of proper range facilities. Lately a 
range has been established on one of the islands in the 
harbor for short range practice, but owing to its difficulty 
of access and the fact that it is unsafe, but little has been 
accomplished. 


SUCH RIFLES AS THEY GPT. 

A recruit in a certain volunteer corps in the North hap- 
pened to lock down his rifle for the first time, and was 
much startled to find it was “all twisted like” inside; 
this, of course, being the turns of the rifling. He ap- 
pealed to an old hand, who inspected the weapon, shook 
his head in apparent horror, and gloomily requested the 
“evreen” one not to fire that rifle near him, as he did not 
want his brains blown out. The recruit appealed to an- 
other old soldier who, after inquiring how on earth he 
“got his rifle into that mess,” advised him to go and show 
it to the armorer sergeant. This official promptly en- 
tering into the joke, gave him a handful of tow and 
some oil, telling him to set to work and rub the scratches 
out. Not until after hours of labor, when he was giving 
the attempt up in despair, was the “green one” in- 
formed, amidst roars of laughter, how he had been 
“had.” 


Russia’s correspondence with this Government con- 
cerning the claims of American fishermen captured by 
her cruisers for illegal sealing has been quite brisk for 
some months past, and the last note from St. Petersburg, 
just at hand, indicates that the Czar’s Government will 
not pay the claims if it can be helped. At the time of the 
seizure, the fishing vessels were forty miles from land, a 
suflicient distance, it is claimed by the State Department, 


to exempt them from seizure. The Russian Government, 
however, has declared that until the cession of Alaska to 
the United States, she had enjoyed exclusive jurisdiction 
over the North Pacific Ocean, and has no intention of ad- 
mitting that she has given ne her right to jurisdiction 
over the half of the sea. This answer indicates that 
Russia’s position on the seal fishery would have been, 
and what ours, as heirs to her rights, ought to have been. 
If we had maintained our rights there would have been 
no poaching by daring Americans in waters claimed by 
Russia. The best way to protect American citizens is by 
stoutly defending American rights. The State Depart- 
ment has determined not to abandon the American 
claims, notwithstanding the character of Russia’s reply. 
Not only is the validity of the claims involved at issue, 
but the right of Russia to jurisdiction over a great part 
of Behring Sea.

Gen. Howard 
Carroll, Chief of Artillery on Governor Morton’s staff 
the last Legislature was induced to appropriate $20,000 
to pay the extra cost of transporting out-of-town bat- 
teries to New York City and the expenses of the march 
to the State Grounds at Peekskill. The result was the 
largest gathering of artillerymen held since the war, 
600 men and 700 horses being in line. The batteries 
assembled in Union Square, New York, Battery K. U. 
S. A., being detailed by the government to join the forces 
and the march to Veekskill was begun. The trip was an 
entire success, the men demonstrating their ability to 
care for themselves, their horses and guns in the best 
possible manner, and the camp was reached in good 
order, notwithstanding the terrific beat. During the tour 
of camp, competitive drills for available prizes were held, 
and there was target practice over a 1,000-yard range.” 


In the course of artillery practice by the ships of the 
French Mediterranean squadron near Toulon the torpedo 
cruiser Vantour fired her machine guns at a target which 
was being towed by the battle ship Brennus. Through 
some fault in the management of the guns the shots from 
the Vantour were showered upon the bridge of the Bren- 
nus, where Adml. Gervais and the officers of his staff 
were stationed in the conning tower. The glass in the 
windows of the tower was shattered and the structure 
badly injured, but fortunately the Admiral and his aides 
were not hurt. The helmsman of the Brennus, however, 
was seriously wounded. 


Devil’s Island, on which ex-Capt. Dreyfuss, who sold 
military secrets of the French Government, is confined,

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ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


APPRECIATIVE READER.—Candidates to the 
rade of Cadet in the Revenue Cutter Service must not 
be less than 18 nor more than 25 years of age. Each 
May a class is graduated and the following June new 
candidates are examined who have been successful in 
getting the necessary appointment, and pass entrance 
examipations and are taken aboard the training ship 
Chase for instruction. The examinations are competitive 
and candidates must be unmarried and pass a satisfac- 
tory medical examination before being examined men- 
tally. The mental examination is entirely in writing 
und is in mathematics (including arithmetic, algebra, 
geometry and trigonometry), physics, chemistry, gram- 
mar, composition and rhetoric, history, spelling, geo- 
graphy, literature, language (either German, French or 
Spanish, as may be selected by the candidate), and gen- 
eral information. The standard of jnoficiency is set at 
75 ‘ad cent., but if a candidate fails to pass the first test 


amd is otherwise qualified he is permitted to have a 
second trial before the next session of the board. On

graduation a Cadet ranks as 3d Lieutenant, his pay 


being $1,200 per year. A 2d Lieutenant receives $1,500, 
a Ist Lieuténant $1,800, and a Captain $2,500. Exam- 
inations are held at the Treasury Department, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and in San Francisco, Cal. The salary of a 
Cadet is $500 per annum. You cannot pass with de- 
fective teeth. The service is a very desirable one. The 
probationary term of a Cadet is two years. 


S.—The qualifications for admission of Cadets to the 
U. S. Military Academy, West Point, are briefly as fol- 
lows: Age between 17 and 22 years; candidates must be 
unmarried, at least five feet in Leight, free from any in- 
fectious or immoral disorder, and generally from any 
deformity, disease, or infirmity which may render them 
unfit for military service. They must be well versed in 
reading, in writing, including orthography, in arithmetic,
